Letter of E x Governor Leland Stanford, 
President of the C. P. R. R. Co., 
to the N ew York Chamber 
of Commerce. 


The Cham ber of Commerce of the city of New 


York recently addressed a communication to a large 


num ber of prom inent citizens, 
presumably well 


informed upon the subject, requesting response to 


a serifs of interroga torios calculated to secure ex­ 


pression of the opinions of those addressed up n 


the question of the true policy of the G overrm ent 


in the m atter of the regulation of freights and fares 


upon railway lines of transportation. 
The follow­ 


ing is the reply of ex Governor Leland Stanford, 


President of the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 


The sub-headings in the letter arc those of. this 


journal : 
S a n F rancisco, Ja n u a ry 20, 1881. 
Charli's S. Sim"th, Jackson S. Shultz, B. B. Sher­ 
m an, F . B. Thy trier and C. C. Dodge, a Special 
Committee on Transport it ion o f the New York 
Chamber of Commerce. 
Gkntlkme.n : 
I have received from you several 
documents, among 
others a list of questions 
pertaining 
to 
railroads and railroad m atters; 
also Judge Black’s answer to 
these questions. 
I shall not undertake to answer the questious sepa­ 
rately and specifically, b u t will, in a general m an­ 
ner, endeavor to substantially cover the essen­ 
tial points of all. 
The general scone of your ques­ 
tions goes to the control, to a greater or less extent, 
of property which the stockholders in railroad com­ 
panies believe to be of right their own. 
Here it is 
pertinent, it seems to me, to call attention to the 
principles ujion which our Government is founded. 
They are laid dowa in th at great Bill of Rights 
known as the Declaration of Independence. 
There 
it is clearly enunciated th at governments are insti­ 
tuted to secure the people in their inalienable 
rights—life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
This was a new departure in governm ent, and in di­ 
rect antagonism to that theory of governm ent which 
was based upon the Divine right of Kings—to gov­ 
ern, to control, and to arbitrori’y fix hardens upon 
the people for their own ]>ersonal aggrandizement. 
The “ rights of sovereignty" is a phrase common 
throughout all our law-books, but if the origin of 
these “ rig h ts” be closely scanned, they will be 
found to be alm ost invariably in conflict with the 
fundam ental idea of our Government. 
Tariffs and 
the supervision of cummeree and trade originated 
in a barbarous ago, and were the direct offspring of 
robbery and rapine enforced by th e hand of might. 


T h e Q u e stio n o f O w n e r sh ip Is In C oD lrul. 
If the question of the control of railroads were to 
he treated purely from a legal stand-point I should 
have nothing to say, because it is stare dec ¿si s. The 
essence of ownership is in control. 
The value of 
property consists in its use or the rents and profits 
to he derived. 
In the celebrated “ G ranger cases,” 
so called, the use, the profits and the control were 
declared to he the subject of legislation. 
The prin­ 
ciple in these cases, especially as enunciated in the 
“ Warehouse " case, was that the right of the Legisla­ 
ture to control the use and the benefits of the prop­ 
erty of private individuals, in connection with their 
own personal services, was to be determined by the 
nature of the business or the num ber of people with 
whom the business m ight be trausactc-d. 
To sustain these decisions there was a violent as­ 
sum ption of fact. 
It does not follow th at the ware­ 
houseman necessarily does business with a large num ­ 
ber of people. 
A single individual m ight tax to 
the utm ost the capacity of the warehouse—and, in­ 
deed, of several. To illustrate : one citizen of Cali­ 
fornia, from a single crop, had forty thousand tons 
of wheat. 
This would have filled eight warehouses 
of a capacity of five thousand tons each, and under 
the decisions in the case referred to this farmer 
m ight have had appropriated to his benefit these 
eight warehouses, and the personal services of 
those engaged in attending 
to the 
business. 
In such a case, if one or more individuals may use 
the property and appropriate the services of one or 
more persons, there is no lim it to which the power 
may be exercised over all kinds of business. 
Then 
where is the harm ony between a decision of the 
Courts sustaining this doctrine and the fundamental 
principles of our Government, to which allusion has 
before been made ? These decisions sustain Judge 
Black's assertb'i^ bu t there can be no denying th at 
they are a moat flagrant violation of the principles 
of free governm ent, and arc entirely in harmony 
with th at theory of governm ent which rests its 
foundation m might and asserts the divine right of 
kings. 
The idea of our system of governm ent was 
th at men should be free, independent and self-re­ 
liant ; that every man should depend upon himself 
for his success in life. 
The establishm ent of com­ 
missions of espionage, the appointm ent of officers 
to inquire into or to regulate men’s business affairs, 
and the attem pt of the Government to n a k e con­ 
tracts for individuals, all tend to destroy this inde­ 
pendence, and are departures which should be care­ 
fully consider: d. 
It was never intended th at this 
should ha a paternal government, yet does it not 
begin to assume th at form when it is claimed th at it 
should fix the term s of contracts between independ­ 
ent parties, by attem pts at regulating the rates 
shippers shall pay and carriers shall receive for 
their services ? But I proceed to treat the subject 
in its politico-economic aspects. 


D o th e S ta te s C rea te t h e R a ilr o a d s ? 
In your first interrogatory you seem to beg the 
whole question, 'and assume th at “ railroads are 
public highways and common carriers, and derive 
their franchise and existence from the public.” I 
do not think th at the assumption is proper. 
Cor­ 
porations are formed, I believe, throughout all the 
States of our Union under general incorporation 
laws, and they are formed by the individual incor­ 
porators. The property of the incorporation is con­ 
tributed by the stockholders, and the State* no more 
creates the corporation or its property than it cre­ 
ates a joint jiartnership between individuals or the 
partnership property. 
1 take it th at there is a wide 
misapprehension as to what the State d :ca for the 
various railroad corporations. There is an idea that 
the State confers a franchise of value. 
This, I 
presume, 
grows 
out of the ideas associated 
with 
and derived 
from th at 
sjM.'cies of cor­ 
poration, 
now 
nearly 
obsolete, 
created 
by 
special 
Acts 
of 
the 
Legislature 
bef >re 
the existence of our general incorporation laws, 
and which was necessarily a monopoly. 
To incor­ 
porations created in this way there were granted of 
course franchises supposed to be of value, b u t to 
the modern corporation the State gives nothing but 
the right to exist. 
The corporation obtains nothing 
which cannot be had by any set of individuals who 
choose to associate themselves together, as a corpo­ 
ration, for the same purp se ; and all it costs in the 
Stats of California to create such a corporation, 
with the privilege of paralleling every mile of rail­ 
road in the State, is the mere fee for filing the 
articles of incorporation (am ounting to about £10). 
If a thing has a greater value than it can be had for 
a t any tim e by anybody, I am unable to perceive it. 
T h e R ig h t o f E m in e n t D o m a in . 
Many have the impression that there is a right of 
em inent domain attaching to this railroad corpora­ 
tion which is of ralus. 
To this I say th at the right 
of em inent domain is not exercised by the railroad 
company, but by the State, in whom only exists 
this power, and is exercised upon the theory that 
the investm ent by the railroad incorporators of 
their tim e and private property is of a character 
highly beneficial to the public. 
The State does not 


do it for the benefit of the railroad company, and 
has no right to take the benefit of the railroad com- 
p&n# into consideration. 
The State requires the 
railroad corporation to pay to the individual whose 
property has been taken its full value. 
And here 
let me say th at the legitimacy of the investm ent of 
the means of the individual incorporators, and its 
character, are stamped by the State when it de­ 
clares th at that investm ent is of so great a public 
benefit that it is justified in exercising the right of 
em inent domain to enable the investors to carry out 
the objects specified in the articles of incorporation. 
If, then, this is the econonib character stam ped 
upon the investm ent by the State, why in the next 
breath discourage th at investm ent by lim iting tho 
possible profits and ham pering the investors in the 
control of the property th at they, and they alone, 
placed in the corporation ? W hy discourage them 
from putting in their individual property to aid an 
enterprise of 9uch great public advantage ? When 
the State exercises the right of em inent domain in 
taking the property of the individual and allowing 
the railroad company to use it upon full paym ent of 
its value, it is upon the theory, and only upon tiic 
theory, th at the use of th at property would inure so 
largely to the benefit of the public. 
Now, w hat por­ 
tion of the people is benefited ? Why, th at portion, 
and that portion only, whom you by an arbitrary 
reduction of rates would further benefit. 
Now, why 
exercise the right of em inent domain and require 
the railroad company to pay the individual for the 
use of his property and not do the same thing again 
when you take the property of incorporators, and 
the use of this idui.ical property taken by the right 
of eminent domain, and give it to the same public? 
And here I m ight say, in passing, that when the life 
of the corporation ceases the right of way expires 
w ith it, and the uncontrolled use of the property 
reverts to the owner in fee. 
Your second question is, “ Railroad managers 
justify the practice of giving low rates to some sh ip ­ 
pers and refusing them to others on the ground of 
development of business 
in 
certain localities. 
* 
* 
* 
* 
Is it consistent with the public 
welfare and the rights of citizens to allow railroad 
managers to decide w hat persons and places shall he 
thus developed ? ” I shall not say anything to justify 
discrimination against individuals and communities, 
bu t content myself on th :s head by simply stating 
th at such has never been practiced by the railroad 
companies with which 1 am connected. So far as they 
are concerned they practice the same general busi­ 
ness principles th at govern and regulate individuals 
in the management of their affairs. 


T h e P r im a r y C o n sid e r a tio n w it h Railroad 
M a n a g ers. 
The prim ary consideration w ith railroad m an­ 
agers, under the observance of the golden rule, is 
their treasury. 
With this idea in view, and to meet 
competition, they often carry freight at less rates 
for a longer than for a shorter distance, and they 
accept the less rate because they cannot do better, 
and because a small profit is better than none. This 
is only in accordance w ith the principles of industry, 
of thrift and of economy, which should ever be en­ 
couraged. 
To deny the companies the privilege of 
working for a small profit, would be on a par with 
saying to an individual, “ B etter be idle than take 
small earnings when larger cannot he had.” 
You have been pleased to forward to me an ex­ 
tract from “ G ath’s ” letters referring to this ques­ 
tion, and relating directly to the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company. The principle there stated I 
propose to justify, although the fact9, as he states 
them , are largely magnified. 
It is the policy of the 
Central Pacific, and, 
I 
believe, of 
the rail­ 
road 
c:m panies 
of 
the 
United States gen­ 
erally, 
to 
accept 
a 
small 
profit 
where 
a 
larger cannot be obtained, as it is also its 
policy to encourage the development of the resources 
of the country. 
In doing so it practices no unjust 
discrimination. 
It charges nobody else more be­ 
cause of the low rate it is compelled to accept from 
others, but it puts into practice a common and econ­ 
omic principle which I think will be recognized as 
just by a simple illustration. 
Four individuals 
have different articles which they desire to transport 
in bulk to a m arket, the general conditions of tran s­ 
porting being about equal, hu t the good3 varying 
in value as one, two, three aud four. 
It is a ques­ 
tion of constructing a road—we will call it a railroal 
—to move the four different commodities of these 
four different persons to the same m arket. 
We will 
further suppose th at without the construction of the 
road it would be impossible for either of these par­ 
ties to m jve their property, and th at the property 
once moved to m arket the road would be of no fu r­ 
ther use. 
Is it not clear th at the proportion of the 
the expense to he contr.buted by each should be de­ 
term ined by the value of the different commodities 
to b e moved? Articles 1 and 2 would not justify 
the average expense consequent upon the building 
of the road; hence, if articles 3 and 4 did not pay a 
larger share, 1 and 2 could not he moved, and per 
haps w ithout the aid of 1 and 2, 3 and 4 could not 
alone aff ord the construction of the road. 
Hence all 
four commodities m ight rem ain in the hands of the 
owners, unable to leach a m arket. 
Tlie Question of '* I)'.-crimination.'* 
Another illustration in point u found in the case 
of the warehouseman who has his building two- 
thirds full a t regular rates. To fill the other third 
he often will accept a less rate for cheaper com­ 
modities th at cannot afford to pay the higher rate, 
because it is better for him to take this small addi­ 
tion to the aggregate receipts than t r have any por­ 
tion of his building idle. 
If he had nothing offered, 
however, but th e cheaper class he could not affo d 
to continue business. 
The same principle is recog­ 
nized by the owner of the quartz mill, say of fifteen 
stamp?. 
If of high grade rock he can obtain suffi­ 
cient to keep ten stam ps employed, he can run the 
other five on the poorer article, because, while the 
mill m ust be run to work the good ore, the low 
gra !e can be crushed and the metals saved at little 
cost beyond the wear and tear of the battery. 
Any­ 
thing, however small, earned over fixed expenses is 
better than nothing, and the warehouseman, the 
mill m an and tho railroad company glauly accept a 
low rate (which helps pay expenses th at m ust be in­ 
curred), when the articles offered cannot afford to 
pay a higher. 
If, however, they had uothi g which 
paid the higher rates, all would fail. Every ship ply­ 
ing the ocean practices this principle of business. 
It is on this principle that we justify the carrying 
of low-grade ores at a rate th at possibly barely 
covers the expense consequent upon its movement, 
while we charge for those of higher grade a rate 
that will enable us to operate the road and pay a 
fair rate for the services rendered. 
This principle 
of charging according to values is entirely in harmony 
with the rule of taxation levied for the support of 
the Government. 
In fixing the charge for service by railroad com­ 
panies there are various things th at may enter into 
the determ ination of the rates, prom inently among 
them the quality of the article carried, and the 
quantity, the distance moved, the climatic aud other 
difficulties to be overcome in the transportation, the 
volume of business, w hether the movement in either 
direction is about equal, and the question of com­ 
petition. 
It is to m eet competition th at freight is 
carried from New York to San Francisco for a leas 
rate than from New York to Salt Lake City. The 
rate to Salt Lake is the sum of the regular rates 
charged by the various railroad companies between 
those two points. 
The m erchant at Salt Lake pajs 
as freight on his goods from New York to Chicago 
the same rate, and only the same, as the Chicago 
m erchant pays, and from Chicago to Council Bluffs 
the same, and only the same, as the shipper at 
Council Bluffs pays. 
But when freight moves from 
New York to San Francisco the railroad companies 
m eet competition by water, and they are compelled 
to work for a very low rate, or else accept compara­ 
tive idleness. The only rates th at are absolute'}* 
fixed by the railroad companies arc those on that 
small portion of the business paying the maximum. 
All others are fixed and influenced by I he various 
circumstances before mentioned and beyond the 
control of the companies. 


T h e I n flu e n c e s (h a t D e te r m in e K ates. 
Your committee is undoubtedly aware that a very 
large portion of the coarse, unmanufactured pro­ 
ducts of the country is moved below the average 
rate of the cost of transportation, yet, in doing so, 
nobody is harmed. 
The railroad companies find the 
smallest profit better than none, and a rate barely 
sufficient to pay the expense of movement is better 
than idleness. 
Under this rule the country obtains 
a development, homes for the people are jniesihle at 
remote distances from m arkets, and every industry 
finds encouragement. 
Under this system the whole 
civilized world has become, for the interchange of 
commodities, one great neighborhood, and the pro­ 
duct of the bees at San Diego, 000 miles south of 
San Francisco, comes to the latter place, is trans­ 
ported across the continent aud across the ocean, 
and competes with the product of the same busy 
little fellows in Europe. 
In consequence of the 
cheap transportation of food products, the artisan 
in Europe and America prosecutes his calling in the 
most rem ote corners as easily as though living in 
the center of 
the food-producing districts. 
I 
shall 
not, 
however, attem pt to enum erate the 
benefits and the general prosperity that have 
grown up in our country under a system of railroad 
management, which has been heretofore substan­ 


tially untram m eled, and the control of Which hts 
been in tho hands of those who have created the 
property. 
B ut one thing is certain : wherever the 
railroad company has made f -r itself a dollar, it has 
created many for others, and its property is at last 
as much a port of the commonwealth as that of the 
farm er, towards the increase of whose wealth it has 
so largely contributed. 
Its property is taxed for 
the benefit of governm ent the same a9 other private 
property is taxed ; and it would seem to me perti­ 
nent for Judge Black, when he asserts th at there Is 
no proprietary interest in the stockholders it» this 
species of property, to intim ate th at it should no 
more be taxed than the State-houses, canals and 
other things belonging to the estate. 
Under 
the substantially unlim ited control of their own af­ 
fairs which the railroad companies have enjoyed, 
rates of transjiortation have steadily been reduced, 
until, at present, their general ra tts are far below 
what even your com m ittee would ten years ago have 
deemed possible. 
Under this m anagement, the 
coarse, unm anufactured products of the CQuntry 
move at a low rate. 
Tlie burden of transportation 
of this class of property usually falls upon individu­ 
al?. 
Thus, with the farm er in Iowa, the difference 
of a mill per ton per mile may determ ine the ques­ 
tion of his ability to produce corn, but oftentimes 
this product is moved at rates below the average 
cost of transportation, aud the railroad company is 
only able to do this because it 
is carrying 
something else 
more 
costly th a t 
can easily 
afford to pay above th e average. 
The higher 
the maximum rate, the lower is the possible mini 
mum. Given a certain am ount to be earned, and 
a reduction of the maximum necessarily increases 
the minimum . These minimum rates largely affect 
individuals, and the question of the production and 
the general development of the country. 
The m axi­ 
m um charge being upon m anufactured and costly 
articles is not felt by the producer or by the con­ 
sumer, and a reduction of this rate, of great con­ 
sequence to the carrier and to the producers of cheap 
unm anufactured materials, and without which a 
very large portion of the ia ttir commodities could 
not he produced or moved, would go substantially 
to the benefit of the middlemen without making 
these articles an}* cheaper to the consumer. 
It is of 
a great deal cf consequence th at the anisan in Mas­ 
sachusetts should have cheap food, but the product 
of his m anufacture would probably not be sold to 
the consumer at any*; less cost, even though trans­ 
ported 
by 
the 
carrier for nothing. 
A pair 
of shoes weighing a pound might pay a cent 
to the c w rier for transportation from Massachusetts 
to the grain fields west of the Mississippi, hut the 
merchant or the m anufacturer only would be the 
gainer. 
The workman who made the shoes or the 
man who will wear them would gain nothing. 
In 
other words, the great efforts made to reduce rates 
would not, if successful, be of any advantage to the 
laboring man who makes or tho laboring man who 
consumes. 
Reductions are sought by those en­ 
gaged in business, and, if made, would inure almost 
solely to their benefit; and for this reason they are 
seeking to exercise a control over the property of 
o» here. 


T ru e B u s in e s s P r in c ip le s T h o se w h ic h 
A d u n te R a ilr o a d M anager*. 
There is not a principle of business exercised 
by the railroad companies in the management 
of their business th at is not deemed honorable and 
which is no t in constant practice by the merchant, 
the m anufacturer, the lawyer, the doctor and the 
farmer. 
W hen, in consequence of n sh o itc ro p in 
Europe, the European buyer enters our m arket in 
competition with the home buyer for the purchase 
of the w heat 
or 
other product of the farm, 
the farm er avails himself 
of 
this competition 
and takes two prices as cheerfully as he took one 
when there was no competition, and the consumer 
has to pay accordingly. 
The m erchant sells his 
goods at different percentages of profit. 
The lawyer 
discriminates between his clients according to their 
ability to nay, often, because he h is the time, taking 
a case at a small rate sooner than to l>e idle, and 
charging a larger fee when he can obtain it. The 
benevolent doctor practices his profession on sim ilar 
principles and often adm inisters his medicines w ith­ 
out charge. 
The m anufacturer of steel for the rail­ 
roads is glad at one tim e to sell to them for forty 
dollars per ton, while at another tim e he charges, 
because he can get it, eighty dollars, the co9t of pro­ 
duction being about the same in either ease, and 
th at he may enjoy this large profit there is levied, in 
the way of a tariff, tw enty eight dollars j>er ton as 
tribute from every consum er of his m aterial. 
Contemplate, gentlemen, if you please, the appli­ 
cation to your own business and th at of others of 
the 
principles 
contended 
for 
by 
those 
who 
would regulate the railroad companies and see 
w hat the result would be. 
It seems to m e th at 
instead of harin g & Governm ent merely to secure 
persons in th eir liberty, their property and in the 
pursuit of happiness, we should have one-half of the 
people guardians of the other half, to see th at the 
latter managed their business to the satisfaction of 
the guardian portion of the com m unity, for are we 
not all interested in the good m anagem ent of the 
tim e and property of each? Your interrogatory 
whether the guardianship exercised over barks and 
insurance companies is beneficial or not 1 do not now 
propose to discuss. 
In these cases the liability and 
ability of the Commissioners to do harm are limited, 
and the worst feature about them is a system of 
espionage.

C a rrier C o m m o n . 
As to the idea suggested by question five, th at a 
Court,w hether under the nfcme of Railroad Commis­ 
sioners or otherwise, be established to determ ine, 
upon full inquiry, the questions of justice between 
the carrier and its pitron, th at i3 one m atter; but 
Bo far as the establishm ent of a Board of Commis­ 
sioners to exercise control over the property of 
others is concerned, th at is another m atter and 
which, after what I have said of the principles of 
government, I cannot be expected to approve. 
As to question six, 1 am not informed th at com 
petition is mainly supplanted by pooling arrange­ 
ments. 
1 believe th at this pooling reaches only to 
the through business of a few roads. 
But if the 
Government is to equitably regulate railroads, tlie 
earnings of all will have to be fiooled or the roaJs 
consolidated. 
Question seven I have answered already, wherein 
I stated the 
principles 
which 
may 
influence 
charges for railroad services. 
I am not aware that 
railroad companies have anuounccd the theory of 
charging “ all tho traffic will hear." 
It certainly is 
not one upon which the Central Pacific Railroad 
acts, although if such were the theory it would be 
only that which you, gentlemen, as individuals, pos­ 
sibly apply to the management of your own busi­ 
ness. 
A railroad company, however, cannot con­ 
sistently adopt such a theory. 
Its interests are 
go intim ately connected with the general prosperity 
of its patrons th at it is compelled to study the inter­ 
ests of the latter ; and there arc no people so earn­ 
est in their efforts to fix a rate so low as to encour­ 
age the general industries of the country as railroad 
managers themselves. 
It is in pursuance of this 
wisely-directed policy, and not in the exercise of 
the theory which you indicate, th at in the most re­ 
mote corners of the civilized world exchanges are 
possible for almost every- commodity. 
Question eight is local in its application, and I 
therefore pass it by. 


T h e Q u e stio n o f (h e L im ita tio n o f R a il­ 
ro a d E a rn in g * by L a w . 
Y our ninth question is: “ The railroad hw s of 
some of the States lim it railroad earnings to ten per 
cent, upon the actual cost of the construction. 
Do 
you think this a ju st provision, and if so should not 
means be taken to 
prevent evasions 
of this 
law by erecting a fictitious basis of cost, through 
construction companies and othei forms of stock- 
w atering?’ This question involves a principle, and 
I m ight answer it by asking a question in return. 
Do you think it right to discourage the exercise of a 
wise sagacity, thrift, industry and economic enter­ 
prise by denying to them th eir ju st reward? And 
if you are to lim it the possible profits in the prose­ 
cution of a business, are you not attacking all the 
economies of life th at ought to he encouraged, < r at 
least perm itted full exercise? Perhaps, as an en­ 
couragem ent to doubtful enterprises it m ight be 
well, if you apply a limit of a certain percentage to 
he earned, th at you should guarantee the am ount 
which you seem to think proper to be obtained by 
the investor.

(lie P u b lic , a n d (o E a r n in g C a p a city . 
Questions ten and eleven embrace subjects that, 
I am aware, have engaged some general attention, 
and for which reason only 1 suppose they are asked 
by such intelligent gentlem en as yourselves. 
I do 
not suppose th at you for one mom ent think th at the 
certificates of stock issued by the company, which 
are but the mere title-papers representing an undi­ 
vided ownership in property, have anything to do 
with the rates actually charged or obtainable for the 
service performed. 
As to issuing an increased num ­ 
ber of shares of stock in a corporation, th at is a 
m atter, I suppose, th at affects only the individual 
owners. 
The value of the property or Its earning 
capacity is not affected. 
How the public, or any 
one doing business with the corporation, can be in 


jured by the m anner iu which title to property is 
evidenced, w hether by one share of 9tock or one 
thousand, I cannot , roelve. 
Ami if the railroad 
companies should pay dividends on » jck issued to

The raiir* ul 
companies, in th is case, do not exercise a greater 
jKiwer over their own property than is exer-ised by 
individual owner» of property. 
Wliat analogy ♦ Le 
exercise of a power by Congress in the legitimate 
discharge of its functions hears to th at exercL I 
over his property by the individual I cannot ; -r- 
ceive. The farm er detei mines the question w hether

Question thirteen reads: “ Do you think the un­ 
controlled power of large railroad corporations and 
their subsequent violations of public rights, a* de­ 
veloped in late railroad investigations, is res p . n»:- 
ble in opy degree for the growing spirit of cm nt.rvi- 
ism and the antagonism of capital and labor in th is 
country?” Leave the railroad industry uncrippled. 
Leave the control of railroad property as you *ave 
th at of other property, and you will never have oc­ 
casion to ask such a question. 
It seems to me that 
communism does not como from the people who 
seek to control only their own property, but rather 
from those who wish not only to control and regu­ 
late properties in the creation of which they had no 
part or ownership, bu t also the labor of others be­ 
stowed in their m anagem ent. 
W hat you propose in regard to railroad property 
is, to my mind, on a par with the principles con­ 
tended for by the com m unists; and the agi'ator, 
Kearney, advocated no doctrine in regard to prop­ 
erty more atrocious tha i *1» • pi me:,- 
i ci; ’> » .

U nited States, and that the questions of difference 
between a railroad company and its patrons are not 
judicial m a ters to he determ ined like differences 
between other individuals, bu t arc to be settled a r­ 
bitrarily by some Legislature. 
Let us see, how­ 
ever, how legislation would regulate th se railroads, 
and w hether it is practical. 
In any scheme of Con­ 
gressional legislation the mileage would have to he 
taken into consideration in order to by ju st, allow­ 
ing to one company the same rates as allowed an ­ 
other for the sains service.

If in distance the various roads were equal, tl.- one 
having the easiest grades would have the advan­ 
tage ; and so on through all the various circum ­ 
stances that probably would be taken into consider­ 
ation by a legislative ho ly in making up rates. 
It 
woulJ be found th at things th at are unequal in 
themselves cannot be made equa by any mere 
declaration of equality. 
Tlie topography and the 
geography of the country are controlling factors in 
the regulation of rates, and they will remain un­ 
changed. 
Business would seek the route offering 
the cheapest an l bc3t service between two points. 
T<> give a fair distribution of business, so th at the 
different roads m ight live, would require a minimum 
as wcl 
as a m axim um price to he established. 
H ere you would have an arbitrary system of regula­ 
tion th at would nee warily deny the privilege of 
competition and disregard all those economic prin­ 
ciples which should govern and regulate business. 
To further iliugtratc some of the difficulties in the 
way of arbitrary legislation, take Chicago as a start­ 
ing point and the place of dost ¡nation in the place "f 
•onsumption. 
A large portion of the freight th at 
moves from Chicago. Eastw ard, is moving to the 
European m arket. 
There are various water routes 
and railroad rout s of different lengths, with unequal 
grades, with different rates for labor and supplies, w ith 
different volumes of business, aud with unequal te r­ 
minal facilities. 
They are in com petition with oaeh 
other. Tlie shipper has offered to him these various 
routes to the seaboard: 
The Lakes and the Eric 
canal, the Lakes, and the W elland canal, and the 
St. Lawrence—mostly through fforeign territory — 
the canals and Mississippi river to the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico, together with the rail routes. 
If it were possi­ 
ble by legislative enactm ent to equalize these routes 
so th at each mixrht have a fair fiercenlage <»f busi­ 
ness, there would still be a failure of complete regu­ 
lation, because the shipper himself is not regulated, 
and he would m ake his choiae, being governed by 
questious of term inal facilities, of the tim e required 
for transportation to m arket and other influence?. 
The legislative attem pt to regulate upon principles 
of justice would therefore he utterly frustrated, and 
it would at last be recognized that the only way to 
regulate at all would be by adopting a s>stem **f jh»o!« 
ing the earnings of all the competing lines, or by a 
general consolidation. 
The local business would he 
influenced by the untram m eled w ater routes and 
by artificial ones under the control of the different 
States.

boxes and packages should hi tiioiou.hly 
scalded before taken to orchard or vineyard. 
I t m atters not w h-ther the boxes were used 
for apricot, peach, grape, etc , they are 
liable to bo in contact with packages contain­ 
ing fruit infested with some of the iarect 
pests—therefore the necessity of scalding. 
To 
dling moth (Carpocapsa pomonelli.) 
can b found in nearly every county in Cali­ 
f 
where fruit is grown extensively. 
I t 
is estimated th a t nearly two thirds of the 
apple and pear crop of 1830 waa a t least par­ 
tially destroyed by this pest, and the spread 
over new territory was a large percentage 
over preceding years. 
T hat this pest can be 
exter .‘inated from our orchards l ueru is nut 
the It iet doubt. 
However experiments have 
shown th at the united action of all fruit- 
gr iw- re, or owners • f laud oh which there ar: 
fruit trees, will be necea ery to make a suc­ 
cessful warfare, such as will result in the total 
extermination of this pest from theorchards of 
California. 
To obtain united action it may be 
necessary to secure such legislation as will 
CO 
etc. 
The fruit-growers _ 
present tim e have applied to their Parlia­ 
m ent for su h legislation a: will enable them 
to clean their orchard: of this pest (codling- 
moth). 
Germany has cuactei very strict 
laws on this subject. 
W hen au insect inva­ 
sion takes place the whole population is at 
the command of the authorities to resist the 
enemy. 
They were thus enabled to exterm i­ 
na e the (Jo lr vdo potato beetle on its ap­ 
pearance in 1870. 
Orchards infested by cod- 
liijg-uioth can be cleaned a t a nominal cost. 
Fruit-bearing trees from 85 to 314 per hun­ 
dred—this includes cost of tool?, wash, labor, 
paper or other band-. 
The plan of clear,ing 
giving the best resulra on practical applica­ 
tion, i as fellow s: 
Scraping the tree, taking 
off all loose and rough bark, cleaning all 
crevices, 
etc.; 
gathering 
the 
scrapings 
carefully and destroying them by burning; 
washing the tree when scraped, the mix­ 
ture should h i alkiline, to destroy any insect 
life left on the tree and to produce a smooth 
b a rk ; the application of ba ds made of 
paper, or other material (old crain sacks cut 
up in strips are preferable). I he bands ihould 
bo examined at least every eighth day, and 
the larvae found in them destroyed. 
PHYLLOXERA. 
Tid- pest of the vineyard is spreading 
rapidly in the vineyards of California. 
At 
this tin; but few counties where grapes are 
gr -rn t ■ any extent are free h e n its ravages. 
V iticulturists Bhould m ike every practical 
e lh u ; to destroy this pest. 
W e regret to say 
th a t the eff rts. if any made for it. destruc­ 
tion (at least in the past) in California, are 
not repo. ted. The remedios snplied with best 
r.'.-ults in France are bi-sulphite of carbon, 
placed in 
ground ar mad the vines. 
A b 
to its effica y fi r destroying^ the_ in -ects, 
all reports agree, 
ilu l whether it is i jurious 
to the vines, and to what extent, reports dif­ 
fer. 
Tr.e c st of application iu France is 
from $24 to 830 per acre, according to amount 
of m ateriel u-eit. 
Submersion of the vines 
in water for twenty-one days is an effective 
remedy. 
SCALP INSECTS. 
Tn the orchards and gardens of California 
there cm he found leveral species of scale 
insects. 
Fifteen species ere reported. 
Only 
five wiil he Mentioned here: 
It d scale, 
orange; soft scale, orange ; apple scale, ban 
.7 se : apnle »clie, com m on; b lick reals. 
The so died red scilo have spread to some 
extent in the orange grove? in Las Angeles 
county 
On tries iuf stoil the seal? can 
be f und on the branches, foliage and 
fruit. 
The so-called San dose apple scale 
has spread in orchards in Sar-ta C L ra oauaty, 
and has depreciated the value of trees in­ 
fested c insiderably. 
The common apple 
scale (Aspidiotu? conchiformi?) i- f and in 
some cou .tieB, and i- con-id-red the moat 
diffi m ltto ii stroy. 
The soft scale—orange- 
(Leca ium liesperiduni) is found on orange 
trees in all parís of this State. 
The black 
scale (L toanium olese) is found in gardens, 
orchards, etc. 
The so called red ecilc Olid 
San Jose apple scale have not been cia -iliel 
as t-' species. 
The above spe<-iis of s i de in­ 
sect arc found in numbers suffieieut to scri 
ou-ly damage any tree or olaut ¡LÍea'.ed by 
them , and siioul 1 be cleaned. 
These remedies have l»avn recommended 
M r. Holmes, an orang i grower of Florida, 
w rite?: “ Iu niy experiments for their re 
moval, I have beca most successful in the use 
of a strong bri ne of salt and wat .r, applied 
a t intervals of two weeks. 
I t is heroic treat­ 
m ent, and t >kes the leave. cff, but tlie scales 
come with them, and, if done ju st pri-ir to 
the growing seas >n, they soon send out a 
luxur iant new growth and seem more healthy 
than bef re.” 
V . (J. Ma?ou of San Jose uses a compound 
of nee |xmud concentrated lye, one pint gaso­ 
line or benzine, half-pint oil (probably whale 
oil) and five gallons of water, and reports 
good results. 
Cooke & Son of Sicr&mento recommend a 
wash composed of whale oil soap, sulphur 
and anthracene oil, applied on trees by a jet 
of steam, but may bs applied hot by a pump. 
V!X£-EOPPER3. 
This destructive insect is doing consiu r- 
able daniage in vineyards. 
In one cas ? the 
owner of a vineyard reports damage at 32,000 
in 1880. 
I t bel mgs to the order u£ Hemipter, 
or true bugs, is .13 of an inch in length, 
spread of wings, .27 of an inch. 
This pest 
passes the w inter by hiding itself under 
fallen leaves, grass, etc.; also in the crevices 
and under loose bark on the vines. 
A s soon 
as the leaves appear on the vice iu spring it 
deposits its egg, on the underside of the leaf 
generally, and, having performed its mission, 
dies. I n M ay the young (larva) appears, wing­ 
less, and procures nourishm ent by thrusting 
its beak into the leaf of the vine, and re­ 
m ains 
very quiet 
unless annoyed 
(but 
can 
skip 
around 
lively 
if 
necessary) 
A fter several changes (casting of 
skins) 
the perfect ins.-ct appear in A ugust 
Toe 
damage done by this insect is by destroying 
the foliage. Tbe vine assumes a yellow color; 
the leaves become prem aturely dry, and 
give the vine the aspect it naturally assumes 
on the approach of winter ; the plant lan­ 
guishes. the canes do not ripen well, the 
fruit is stunted and mildewed, and if the in­ 
sects are not destroyed in a few years the 
vines become worthless. 
Remedies—.Vs soon aj the leaves are all 
fallen cff rake 
them 
together ia rows, 
leave them for some d a p to dry, and to collect 
the hoppers scattered by raking. 
W hen dry 
apply tire to the row? every few feet. 
This 
pi m has produced good results. 
Sheep kept 
in vineyards after the crop is gathered have 
been effective in destroying the vine hopper. 
BOB LBS. 
The currant crops in Alameda and other 
counties have suffered from an insect known 
as the currant borer. 
Tee following extract 
of description is taken from a paper by C. 
H . D w indle, L ecturer on A griculture at the 
U niversity of C alifornia: 
“ These insects 
are easily identified with a special well known 
in Europe, and im ported thence into Am-::- 
ioa. 
T his family of moths is peculiar, both 
in appearance and habits.

The mischief done by the borer is shown 
by the poor crops of currants, both as to 
quantity and quality, and iu the death of 
portions or the whole of the plants attacked. 
The remedy for the currant borers is to cut 
away and bum ail those p rtior.s of the brush 
i fested, during w inter or enrly spring, bef re 
the insects escipe. 
If a wh. la neighborhood 
were united ia this action the pest can be 
practically7 exterm inated ia one or two sea­ 
sons.” 
DRIED-FItCIT MOTH. 
These insects infest the i acking-houses 
and store-rooms where dried fruits are packed, 
and deposit their egg; on the fruit, etc. 
Remedy—Take buhzch powder and dust 
around windows, etc., also around where 
packages are. 
This, in several cases, has 
proved effectual. 
The luotb th at produces the larva found 
on the dried fruí’ aud the codling moth are 
not the same. 
This is a different species. 


The W heat M arket. 
There is a very unsatisfactory feeling all 
ai'.und in regard to the w hrat m arket. 
P ro­ 
ducers held on to th ir wheat, confidently ex 
p cting ’ y so d ing to get the benefit of n 
rise in price. 
They looked for this rise to 
come from two causes. 
F irst from a natural 
increased demand over supply in the E u ­ 
ropean m arkets, and second from a greater 
supply of tonnage and consequent decrease of 
freight. 
N either of these things have oc­ 
curred, aud consequently prices have g-me 
down instead of up. 
The consequence is th at 
those who could have sold their wheat after 
harvest at 81 50 per cental are now unable 
to obtsin over about 81 35 to 81 40. 
They 
have store! their grain since at some consid­ 
erable cost, and m any of them have paid in­ 
terest on money borrowed on it, and it natu­ 
rally comes very hard now to bring them ­ 
selves 
to 
consent 
to 
accept 
a price 
th at will Lave them losers. 
The m atter of 
taxes on tbe wheat aud on tbe money loaned 
on it, adds m aterially to the embarrassment 
of the situation. 
There is a liability th at a 
large am ount of pledged or mortgaged wheat 
m ay be throw n up >n the market, already iu 
so unsatisfactory a condition, and re luce 
prices still more. 
This would of c u rs e re­ 
sult in great losses to the producers who have 
their wheat on band, as prices once down 
cannot lr< expected to revive much before new 
wheat will be in the English markets. 
I t is 
clearly to the ¡i teres*, of all who have wheat 
on hand, whether producers or dealers, to do 
what can bo done to prevent the catastrophe 
we have indicated as probable to occur.

question 
is,

can 
be done? 
V ery 
much 
of 
the money loaned out 
ou 
wheat 
is 
foreign 
money, 
which 
has been loaned through the banks here, 
acting a? agents, and has been loaned on 
such conditions th at it can lie called in at any­ 
time, even if to realize the wheat has to 
be forced ou the m arket. 
W hether any con­ 
cessions cm be obtained in favor of borrowers 
is quite doubtful a t the present time or upon 
the present loans. 
B ut certainly by a con­ 
cert of action producers can prevent such a 
combination of circumstancra against them 
in the future, and it seems to us th at now is 
the time to take the initiative steps looking 
to such protective measures. 
By a combina­ 
tion of large growers tbe question of e-x- 
oibitant freights can be eliminated from the 
dangers of the future by chartering their own 
vesseL aud shipping their own grain. 
The 
m atter of loans cau also be regulated by 
making arrangements w ith capital so th at 
forced sales will not endanger the normal 
onditions of the m arkets iu the future. 
B ut there are now in prospect better facili­ 
ties of shipment of wheat from our State to 
European m arkets, which, we hope, may be 
realized to seme extent a t least before the 
crop of 1882 will be grown. 
Among these 
better facilities, the fust and roost important 
ii the completion and equipm ent of t.he 
Southern Pacific Railroad to the Gulf of 
Mexic i and the establishm ent of a line of 
steamers fro n its terminus to Liverpool. 
Is 
ii hoped, and w ith r - - son, th at this route will 
by its competition with tbe route around the 
It an give us a fair and uniform fieight, au.i 
at the same tim e bring us so much nearer the 
European m arkets as to place u i on an cqur.l 
f -otingwith produces both on the A tlantic 
slop? and in Rus ia. 
I t i; also hoped that 
the overland or gulf route will car y our 
wheat in bulk, thus saving producers the ex­ 
pense of packing.

P en P icture of E m peror W illiam .— 
The Emperor is in his 84th year, and is re­ 
markably well preserved for an octogena­ 
rian, and for one who has lived through 
the wear and tear of nearly fifty years of 
court life, in addition to the rough-and- 
tumble of a long military career. 
He looks 
though at present twenty j-eare older than 
when I saw him at Hombnrg-les-bain* eight 
years ago. 
His hight is 6 feet 6 iuches, or 
it was then ; he had a fine military figure, 
and did not appear to be over GO or 65 ; 
but now he has grown heavier and stouter ; 
his face is full of wrinkles, and old age is 
fast settling down upon him. 
Old age is 
also crushing him down in stature, for he 
does not look so tall hy several inches as 
when I saw him taking h¡3 daily promenade 
at Homburg. 
I hear it told that when he 
reached his 70th birthday, he promised his 
faithful physician who had attended him 
for many years, that if he would carry 
him through to 80 he would make him a 
count or baron—I forget which. 
Reaching 
SO, hale aud hearty, he again promised the 
faithful disciple of Essulapius that if ho 
would extend his life ten years more, he 
would make him a prince. 
Appearances 
indicate that the physician will receive the 
promised title. 
How high he w ill rise in 
the scale of nobility by his powers of ex 
tending life, aud to what great age the 
Emperor attain, remains to be seen.

P a r is, Decem ber 24, 1SS0. 
Mme. T hiers, the widow of th e great 
historian and statesm an, died on t* e 12th 
in stan t a t her private hotel on th e Place 
St. G-.orges, after a painful illness. 
I t is 
suppoied th a t she took cold a t th e inaugu­ 
ration of fe r husband’s statu e a t St. G er­ 
main, which Ehe insisted on attending in 


spite of h er advanced age and feeble health ; 
but, .although exposure on th a t occasion 
may have aggravated her illness, the cause 
of her death can scarce be tracod to th at 
eicee she died of cancer of the stomach. 
H er sufferings were intense, aud for days 
she had fearful vom iting spoils, followed 
by long fainting spells. 
M ile Dosne, her 
a ster, quite as rem arkable a historical 
character as herself, w as th e only person 
present w hen she drew her last breath, 
since it was her desire to be left w ith her 
sister a t th a t suprem e m om ent undisturbed. 
No royal personage has ever been su r­ 
rounded w ith more solicitude aud honors 
than w ere conferred on M me. Thiers during 
her illness by all the notables of Paris. 
A 
bulletin of her condition was m ade each 
day, and som etim es often in tire day7, by 
the celebrated physicians 
who atteuded 
her, and the sam e was printed iu nearly 
all the journals of the Capital. 
The Presi­ 
dent of the R epublic s uc each day to in­ 
quire of auy change aud to express his in ­ 
terest and sym pathy, bis wife ai d daugh­ 
te r as frequently called, and a book was 
k pt iu the vestibule iu w hich all th e Em- 
Pis adora, M inisters aud state dignitaries 
wrote th eir names. 
M ingled ru all the 
phases of th e life, w ork and struggles of 
TnE GREAT CITIZEN 
W ho had given her his name, Mme. Thiers 
had grow n to wo: ship his very m amory. 
Since th e death of her husband she dis­ 
played an 
incredible energy, organizing 
herself th e anniversary services, w riting to 
th e m unicipal authorities who intended to 
honor th e m em ory of M r. Thiers, and, in 
fact, superintending tho publication com ­ 
menced, 
b u t 
no t y et finished, 
of tho 
speeches of th e illu str ous orator. 
E very­ 
body7 a t Paris on learning th e death of 
M me. T hiers rem em bers her proud attitu d e 
w ith regard to the G overnm eut of th e lGih 
of M ay. 
Do Fourton had the M arechal de 
M acM ahon sign, the 5 th of Septem ber, a 
decree stating th a t th e funeral cerem ony of 
his predecessor Ehould take ¡dace a t the 
expense of the S tate in the C hurch of tho 
Invalides, and judging, w ith reason, th a t 
the funeral of th e great statesm an w ould 
furnish an occasion for a republican dem ­ 
onstration, th e decree certified th a t the 
G overnm ent should inaRe all arrangem ents, 
issue the invitations 
and regulate the 
speeches to be m ade a t th e tomb. 
B ut 
M me. T hiers w ould not accept th e co­ 
operation of th e G overnm ent unless she 
were allow ed absolute liberty to regulate 
heiself th e entire ceremony. 
H er answ er 
was taken into consideration, b u t not 
agreed to, so M r. T hiers was buried from 
ho little 
C hurch of 
N otre Dame do 
L orette, w here were represented a large 
num ber of D eputies, Senators and dignita­ 
ries of all O rders ; it may be said th a t en­ 
tire France was represented. 
T he cere­ 
mony did not tik e p .ace a t the expense of 
the S late in th e im posing Tem ple oí Los 
Invalides, b u t nevertheless it took place 
w ith as m uch brilliancy, even though 
w ith leas pom p ; all Paris followed tbe 
rem ains of th e illustrious cit'z n which 
France had lest, to th e last resting-place. 
A year later, on th e anniversary of the 
death of M r. T hiers, after th e defeat of 
th e con]) d'etat of th e Gth of M ay, a mass 
w,.s perform ed a t the C hurch of N otre 
Dame, w hich was more a political dem on­ 
stration of the trium ph of 
R epublican 
principles th an a religions ceren.-ony. 
The 
affair was rnagnifici-ut, for all th a t the old 
church possessed of th e richest, as for a 
crow ned head, w as used for th is occasion ; 
all th e high dignitaries of the S tate were 
[resent, and Mme. T hiers eutercil the 
church on the a n n of E m ile de G irardin, 
who then occupied Mr. T hiers’ form er seat 
in the Cham ber. 
The w hole aflair was 
son iucted by Mme. Thiers, v. ho appointed 
the com m ittees, sum m oned th e m eetings 
and in fact displayed rare executive abili­ 
ties as well as an ard en t affection for th e 
memory of her husband. 


MME. THIERS WAS BURIED 
From th e sam e little C hurch of N otre Dame 
de L orette from which her husband was 
carried to 
his to m b ; 
the 
same 
rich 
decorations w ere used as 
on th e 
oc­ 
casion 
of 
M r. 
T hiers’ 
funeral, 
and 
th a t w hich 
is 
strange, 
th e ceremony 
took 
place 
during th e same 
peculiar 
w eather, a light, drizzly rain prevailing, 
which lasted tiie entire day. 
Im m ediately 
behind th e pall-bearers w alked a num ber 
of servants who had grown gray7 in Mr. 
T hiers’service, and in th eir m ourning roba3 
appeared like a sm all arm y of singular sol­ 
diers. 
Mme. Thiers was not noted for 
either her charity or generosity, but an 
anecdote is related of her which proves 
th a t she had a t least a kind heart. 
One of 
her friends, a companion of her childhood, 
at th e m om ent of her death in 1840 begged 
her to look after her young child th a t Bhe 
was about to leave. 
The child was then 
three years old. 
H is father, who had kept 
a hotel at Aix, had died three m onths pre­ 
vious to his birth. 
L ittle Charles B irja t— 
such wa? his name— was surrounded by 
care and solicitude through Mme. Thiers, 
who placed him a t the M arseille College. 
Mr. T n ie n took au interest in him and sent 
for him to c;m e to Paris, where he em­ 
ployed him iu th e classification of his 
works which were to serve him as a pre­ 
cious source for his historical chef* d'otuvre 
of th e R evolution and the F irst Empire. 
B ut Charles B irja t was rebellious to all 
authority, 
and 
one day 
in 
a 
fit 
of 
anger 
broke 
a 
m agnificent 
enameled 
coi'pe 
which 
a 
Japanese 
Em bassador 
had given to M r. Thiers. 
W hen the covp 
d'etat of D ecem ber 2d arrived, the young 
man, w ith a handful of comrades, arrived 
before the prison Mazas, w here his protec­ 
tor was confined, aud was determ ined to 
lay siege to th e building. 
Later, when 
Mr. Thiers was banished to Fraukt'ort by 
the trium phant em pire, Charles B arjat ac­ 
com panied him and passed th e frontier 
w7ith him. 
In 1871, th e despair of Mme. 
Thiers m ay be im agined when a young 
woman approached her and begged her to 
intercede with her husband for the pardon 
of a young soldier of tho Commune, the 
same Char;e3 B arjat whom she succored 
a t Aix, and to whom she had showm so 
much devotion for so m any years. 
Tho 
wounded 
boy did not dare to appeal 
to Mr. Thiers who had chased him from 
his house. 
However, the pardon of the 
young insurgent was not necessary, as he 
bad scarcely solicited it when he died of 
his wounds a t the Lariboisiere hospital 
I t 
is supposed that these sorrowful events, 
this cruel deception, were th e canse of the 
profound misanthrophy w ith which Mme. 
Thiers was accused in her last years. 
MADAME THIERS 
Was born in 1818 ; she therefore died at 
the age of 62. 
She was the elder daughter 
of Mr. Dosne, a rich manufacturer of Aix, 
who, under the reign of Lonis Philippe, 
was appointed general receiver in the De­ 
partment of the North. 
She married Mr. 
Thiers at the age of 15. 
Mile. Dosne, her 
sister, has always been known for a most 
charming and distinguished woman ; she 
was devoted to her brother-in-law, and 
continually aided him in his work, and 
though she was an attractive and hand­ 
some person, possessed of a large fortune 
and had many fine opportunities of marry­ 
ing well, she decided st an early age to de­ 
vote herself to Mr. Thiers and his brilliant 
career. 
The three had decided between 
them that each, on dying, would leave hi» 
or her fortune to the others, so that Mile. 
Dosne Is now heiress to an enormous 
fortune. 
It was rumored that she intended 
to leave the immense dwelling on the Place 
St. Georgia, »Hd ocoupy an apartment on 
the Boulevard Hanssman in one of her nu­ 
merous houses, but she has decided on re­ 
maining where she was surrounded by 
those she loved, and to keep the death- 


ohimber of her sister intact during her 
lifetime. 
Mr. Thiers left his collection, 
which is both valuable and curious, to the 
city of Paris, and Mile. Dosce Is to super- 
int Ed its installation. 
She has choeen 
Mr. Antonin Pronst to aid her in her work. 
1 mentioned iu one of my letters thefact that 
a lady and her husband, belonging to the 
highest Bonapsrtist aristocracy, h id been 
arrested and 


- IMPRISONED FOR FORGERY. 
Mme. Fried land, ?iec M ario de Persigny, is 
th e daughter of a form er M inister during 
th e em pire, and grand daughter on her 
m other’s side of th e Princess de la Mos- 
kowa. 
She m arried about five years ago a 
H nugariau gentlem an, who obtained p er­ 
mission to add th e title of Baron to his 
uam e of Friedland. 
M r. and Mme. Fried- 
land were living on th e A venue de l'Opera, 
and had tw o children. 
T he fortune of the 
young couple was soou exhausted ; b a t it 
is tru e th a t an income of 25,000 franca a 
year, prom ised by Mme. de l ’ersignj7, was 
never paid, according to th e Figaro, which 
endeavors to palliate the affairs, and adds : 
‘‘ T he Duchess de Persigny7, who took her 
own nam e after the dcatu of her second 
husband, M r. Lemoine, tho K hedive’s law ­ 
yer, lived iu an extravagant m anner. 
She 
is 
nuproprietaire of 
u fortune w orth 
tw elve millions, b u t th e P riuctss de la 
M oskowa ia tlie usvfruitiere. 
Sne gatSiers 
up her income, which goes, no one can 
tell exactly where, for the m ost part in 
law suits, all sorts of schemes, contesta­ 
tions of real estate, arohiteciural memories, 
and so on. 
I t was she who built an inl­ 
ine» se house at th e Corner of the Rue 
Laffitte and th e R ue L afayette. 
W hen 
persons came to ren t it they perceived th at 
there were no entries into the apartm euts. 
‘ Oh, th ey w ish ante-cham bers,’ said the 
Princess, 
‘ V ery 
well, 
I 
shall 
not 
rent it.’ 
A nd tho house rem ained ten 
years w ithout inhabitants. 
W hen 
th e 
Duches3 de Persigny n aturally fouud h er­ 
self em tarraFsed in her burroundiugs by 
the avarice of her m other, she m ade up her 
m ind to borrow , aud borrow ed to th e u t­ 
m ost. 
AU th e insurance companies of 
P aris and other associations know her well. 
She th u s pursues on a lower level all the 
elegances aud luxuries 
of other times, 
scarcely living for other th an herself, and 
little concerned, it appears, about the future 
of her children, and she eveu profited by 
tho im portunities of her daughter, the 
B arouue de Friedland, w ith regard to tho 
prom ised peurion, to quarrel v ith the 
young couple. 
In despair, the F riedlands 
applied to th e Princess M oskowa. 
A fter 
a great deal of hesitation th e Princess, in ­ 
stead of giving money, gave a d raft for 
th irty thousand francs. 
W ith tho ex­ 
penses aud successive renew als th is sum in 
tire end am ounted to a hundred and ninety- 
tw o thousand francs. 
The furniture of the 
house in th e Avenue de l’Opera was sold 
tw o m ouths ago. 
W hen tho 
Baronne 
de Friedlaud w ent to im plore her grand­ 
m other for th e am ount then falling due, 
th e answ ered her : ‘ I shall not sign any­ 
thing m ore,’ and if necessary to recount 
all th a t happens at this m om ent, she m ust 
have added : ‘ You tire me iu th e end 
w ith your bills of exchange ; m ake them 
yourself.’ 
T his w ord was the terrible 
light w hich traversed th is m ind already so 
troubled. 
WHO MAY KNOW ? 
W ho will say ? 
The tru th of it is, in the 
evening th e Baronne de F riedland returned 
home, and placing in th e hands of her hus­ 
band a d ra ft for 192,000 francs, signed La 
.Moskowa, appeared happy and eased of a 
great w eight, th a t which, brave wife, she 
had lifted from off her disheartened hus­ 
band. 
The Princess de la M oskowa denied 
before th e T ribunal of Commerce th a t she 
had signed them , and for the first tim e M r. 
and Mine. F riedland were arrested, then 
set at liberty. 
E ighty-tw o thousand franca 
of thc3e d rafts had been discounted by th e 
Baron de R othschild, th e rest by others. 
M r. de R othschild, alone of all th e others, 
thrcn g h an elevated sentim ent, w hich it 
is 
b u t 
ju s t 
to adm ire, 
categorically 
refused 
to 
bring 
suit, 
b u t 
th e 
rest 
sufficed for th a t purpose. A fter the ecandal 
was once sm othered one can im agine the 
steps taken, th e supplication, the bended 
knees an d weepiug eyes. 
F irst a t the 
house of th e P rinc.ss de la M oskowa—i r - 
fkxible, im placable in all th e rigidity of 
her sordid old age. 
N ext a t the dwelling 
of th e Duchess de Persigny. 
L isten to 
these w ords of a m other, w hich arc suffi­ 
cient to give you a chill : ‘ I am w illing to 
give m y signature, b u t ou condition th a t I 
realize a portion of the m oney to be 
draw n.’ 
A nd farther still, for they w ent 
farth er on. 
The fam ily had closed their 
doors, and th ey w ent to knock a t th a t door 
w hich so m any unfortunates liad found 
w ide open. 
Mine, do Friedland m ade the 
journey to C hiselhurat aud fell on her knees 
a t th e feet of 
th e Empress, her god­ 
m other. 
N othing.” 
The Figaro calls this 
affair th e imprudence of Mine. Friedland ; 
whereas, had th e act been com m itted by a 
republican, it w ould surely have been a 
crime.

D eprived of both parents ; and w hen they 
cry, and ask for th eir father and m other, 
w hat answ er can be given to them , and 
who will tell them w here they are gone ?

cook a terrapin in the approved M aryland 
style is a very tedious proceeding, aud re­ 
quires a m ost careful aud experienced cook. 
'Theory will not do, except to spoil the te r­ 
rapin. 
A t th e sam e tim e it is bard to get 
a recipe from any cook, for each have little 
m inor details peculiar to them selves, w hich 
they prefer to keep eecret, although tb e 
general m ode n n y be th e Eam e. 
A terra­ 
pin 
about 
to 
be 
cooked 
needs 
no 
cleaning. 
Before going into his w inter 
retirem ent he allows no food to rem ain in 
his stom ach, aud consequently the inaide 
portion of his anatom y is perfeotly clean. 
He is first throw n, aiivc, into a pot of 
w ater, more or less hot. 
A fter rem aining 
a little w hile he is taken out, 1:is skin 
pulled off and claws extracted. 
A second 
tim e he is imm ersed, and then lus bottom 
shell is tak en off. 
H is liver ar.d gall sack 
are removed. 
T his is a very delicate oper­ 
ation, for if as m uch gall as will go on the 
point of a pin should rem ain, th e stew is 
spoiled bej ond recovery. 
H e is then 
throw n into w ater agom and rem ains until, 
in the opinion of the cook, th e stew ing is 
com plete. 
T he other necessirii-s for a te r­ 
rapin stew are th e w hites of hard-boiled 
egt7?, th e yolks of raw eggs, thick cream 
and th e finest table b utter. 
Spices are 
also introduced to su it t lie taste, nutm eg, 
(.’avenue 
pepper aud m ace bring gen­ 
erally 
us»-d, 
w ith 
som etim es 
a 
little 
allspice. 
J u s t 
before it 
is 
ready 
for 
the table, a 
little th erry or m adeira is 
added. 
T his 
m ust ouly be done a few 
m inutes before it is eaten, for th e wine 
evaporates quickly. 
T he “ Philadelphia 
sty le ” is b u t little different from this, ai d 
by some is preferred. 
I t is considered es­ 
sential by epicures th a t th e stew should be 
garnished by terrap in eggs. 
As these are 
not alw ays obtainable, tho skillful caterer 
very successfully im itates them w ith little 
peilets of lien or pigeon eggs. 
H aving 
or< pared tb e stew , it is placed on 
the 
table aud is 
w orth 81 a dish. 
Tne ohl 
V irginia style of cooking tlie terrapin is 
very sim ple, b ut is said to be the only true 
way7. 
Tho terrapin is placed aiive among 
th e hot coa's or in au oven. 
W hen it is 
sufficiently cooked the under shell is easily 
rem oved w ith a knife and th e contents 
are then enteu from the inverted uppcrshell, 
nothing being removed b u t th e gall. 
This 
ia th e prim itive m ethod, bu t if one adds a 
little b u tter, salt and a good glass of sherry 
and m adeira, th e delicacy of tlio dish is 
vastly im proved. 
A magazine w riter some 
years ago gave th e following as the menu 
of a plain w inter dinner in M aryland, 
w ithout any of the illusions w ith which 
a French artist w ould so like to enshroud 
it : “ F our sm all oysters from Lyim baven 
bay, terrapin a ia M aryland, canvasback 
ducks, a email ea'ad of crab and le ttu c e ;

W ater, 1 gallon ; soap, f pound ; 
b ill to dissolve ; add 2 ounces borax ; d i­ 
lute w ith about 8 gallons of w ater ; work 
tbe goods through as quickly as po=sible, 
and rinse w ithout w ringing.

solution of 1 p art copperas and 7 p a rti of 
logwood extract, may be used for reviving 
the fad id color of cheap black goods.

WEEK DOES ;S0NDAY BEGIN AND WHEN 
DOES IT END ? 
Theologians were horrified when first in­ 
formed that our planet was a sphere. The 
question of antipodes exercised them for a 
long time, most of them pouring ridicule 
on the idea that men could exist with their 
feet turned toward us, and with their 
heads pointing downward. 
I think it is 
Sir George Airy who refers to the case of 
an over-curious individual asking what we 
should see if we went to the edge 
of the world and locked over. 
That the 
earth was a flat surface on which the sky 
rested was the belief cnteitained by the 
founders of all our great religious systems. 
Even liberal Protestant theologians stig­ 
matized the Copeniieau theory a;> being 
“ built on fallible phenomena aud advanced 
by many arbitrary assumptions against 
evident testimonies of Scripture.” New­ 
ton finally placed his intellectual crowbar 
beneath these ancient notions, aud heaved 
them into irretrievable ruin. Then it was 
that penetrating minds, seeing the nature 
of the change wrought by the new astron­ 
omy in our conceptions of the universe, 
also discerned the difficulty, if not the im­ 
possibility, of accepting literally the 
Mosaic account of creation. They did 
not reject it, but they assigned to it 
a meaning entirely new. Dr. Samuel 
Clarke, who was the personal friend of 
Newton and a supporter of his theory, 
threw out the idea that 
“ possibly 
the six dayB of creation might be 
a typical representation of some groater 
periods.” 
Clarke’s contemporary, Dr. 
Thom:.s Burnett, wrote with greater 
decision in the same strain. The Sabbath 
beiog regarded as a shadow or typo of that 
heavenly repose which tue righteous wid 
enjoy when this world has passed away, 
“ so the-se six days of creation are so many 
periods or millenniums for which the world 
and the toils aud labors of our present 
state are destined to endure.” The Mosaic 
account was thus reduced to a poetic 
myth—a view’ which afterward found ex­ 
pression iu tho vast reveries of Hugh Mil­ 
ler. But if this symbolic interpretation, 
which is now generally accepted, be the 
true one, what becomes of tlra ¡sabbath day ? 
It is a¡ solutely w’ithout ecclesiastical mean­ 
ing ; and the man who was executed for 
gathering sticks on that day must be re­ 
garded as thevictimof a rude legal rendering 
of a religious epic. There are many minor 
offshoots of discussion from the great cen­ 
tral controversy. Bishop Horsley had de­ 
fined a day “ as consisting of one evening 
and one morning, or, as the Hebrew words 
literally import, of the decay of light and 
the return of it.” But what then, it was 
asked, becomes of the Sabbath in the Arc­ 
tic regions, where light takes six mouths 
to “ decay,” and as long to “ return ?” 
Differences of longitude, moreover, render 
tho observance of the Sabbath at the Eame 
hours impossible. 
To some people such 
questions might appear trifling ; to others 
they were of the gravest import. Whether 
the Sabbath should stretch from sun­ 
set to sunset, or from midnight to mid­ 
night, was 
also 
a subject of dis­ 
cussion. 
Voices, moreover, were heard 
refusing to acknowledge the propriety 
of the change from Saturday to Sunday, 
and the doctrine of Seventh Day observ­ 
ance was afterwards represented by a sect. 
The earth’s sphericity and rotation, which 
had at first been received with such af­ 
fright, came eventually to the aid of those 
aflfficted with qualms and difficulties re­ 
garding the respective claims of Saturday 
and Sunday. The sun apparently moves 
from east to west. 
Suppose, then, we 
start on a voyage round the world in a 
westerly direction. In doing so, we sail 
away, as it were, from the sun, which fol­ 
lows and jieriodically overtakes us, reach­ 
ing the meridian of our 6bip each succeed­ 
ing day somewhat later than if we stood 
still. For every 15” of longitude traversed 
by the vessel the 6un will be exactly an 
hour late ; and after the ship has traversed 
twenty-four times 15', or 360”—that is to 
say, the entire circle of t’oe earth—the sun 
will be exactly a day behind. Here, then, 
is the expedient suggested by Dr. Wallis, 
F. R. S., Savilian Professor of Geometry 
in the University of Oxford, to quiet the 
minds of those in doubt regarding Satur­ 
day observance. He recommended them 
to make a voyage round the worid, as Sir 
Francis Drake did, “ going out of the A t­ 
lantic Ocean westward by the Straits of 
Magellan to the East Indits, and then from 
theeast, returning by the Capeof Good Hope 
homeward, andletthem keeptheirSatnrday- 
Sabbath all the way. When they come 
home to England, they will find their 
Saturday to fall upon our Sunday, and they 
may thenceforth continue to observe their 
Saturday-Sabbath on the same day with 
ns.”—[Professor Tyndall, in Nineteenth 
Century.

The reading world will very cordially wel­ 
come this work. Any means of becoming 
better acquainted with the character cf the 
great explorer are agreeable to the reader of 
the w. ndrous accounts of his African re­ 
search; s. His discoveries aud explorations have 
been given to tho public in his ,wu books, but 
iris modesty led him to say little in these of 
himself, and those who knew him beat, as Dr. 
Blaikie well says, feel that little is known of 
the strength of his affections, the depth and 
purity of his devotion, or the intenbi.y of his 
aspirations as a Christian missionary. The 
growth of his character and tho providential 
shaping of his career are also matters of re­ 
markable interest, of which not much has 
yet been known. Dr. Blaikie has prc seated 
a more complete history of his life than has 
yet appeared. Many chapters of it are 
opened up of which tue public have hitherto 
known little or nothing. 
Ho has not 
deemed it necessary to dwell on events 
recorded in his published travels exceptfor the 
purpose of connecting the narrative and mak­ 
ing it complete. Even on these, however, it 
will be found that not a little Dew light and 
color has beea thrown from his correspond­ 
ence with his friends and his unpublished 
journals. Dr. Blaikie’» work is a echolariy 
production, and a fitting setting for the rife 
record of Livingstone. 
A History o f Stockton, from its organization to the 
present time, inciufliug a sketch of -an Joaquin 
county. By Geo. II. linkliam. 1 vol., Svo ; 
muslin ; pp. 207. San Fi anchoo: W. M. Hinton 
J£ Co. 33. 
This is a very pretentious volume. It is 
neatly printed, aud freeiy illustrated with 
steel, photographic, lithographic and wood 
plates. It is certainly a very complete work 
iu the seuse of its bearing affirmative evi­ 
dences of hard labor and dilligent resc-rch 
having been expended up.u it. The style of 
the writer is simple, clear aud concise. He 
treats his subject ar a friend of the city, aud 
some partisan statements appear to be very 
strongly put. The claims aud advantages 
Stockton he presents boldly, and he 
compares them, in certain rea; eotr, with 
thohe of other cities. lire chief value

these wonderful and—to masculine intel­ 
ligence—inexplicable things, liquid vegeta­ 
ble face and lip rouge, warranted indelible, 
Aurora or Golden I luid for making hair a 
golden blonde ; Albuinine, for producing 
the new auburn shades, with other mar­ 
velous dscoctions, are paraded to begaile 
feminine vanity out of its dollar?. The 
gilded bazaars that offer these seductive 
beautifiers take pains to inform the petti- 
coated part of the pnblic that they will 
find at all times polite salesladies at their 
Eervice. Circulars of this sort are no more 
remarka’nle for orthography than for good 
taste. They show by their phraseology 
the class of persons to whom they appeal. 
Excessive vanity of person and want of 
breeding are the natural companions of 
unculture and artificiality. Reckoning the 
boundless facilities provided in this city 
for “ the accomplisl menta of the person,” 
a3 the circulars put it, it is not strange that 
sc> many women of the ordinary class are 
induced ¡Dto self-nglificatiou through hope 
of being made beautiful.—[N. Y. Times.

A R a il r o a d on I oe.—A railroad is to 
be built on ice in Russia. Croustadt is 
five miles from the coast, and eighteen 
from the Capital. In the summer com­ 
munication is easily and cheaply main­ 
tained by means ot steamers, but when 
the Gulf of Finland becomes coated with 
ice, Cronstadt has to depend for transport 
to and from the island upon a number of 
rough little sledges, never trustworthy 
and always dear. The inconvenience of 
this system has led the Baltic Railway 
Company to obtain permission of the Gov­ 
ernment to throw a light. liDe of rails 
across the ice to the island. 
The 
undertaking will not be beset with any se­ 
rious obstacles, aud it is believed that it 
can be successfully accomplished in eight 
or nine days. As eoon as the ice is re­ 
ported sufficiently strong by the engineers, 
gangs of laborers will proceed to lay down 
Bbepers on the flat frozen surface, freezing 
them into position by means of a few 
buckets of water. The rails will then be 
fixed on, and light trains will convey pas­ 
sengers and goods direct to their destina­ 
tion. The only real difficulty about the 
enterprise is the ability of the ice to sup­ 
port heavy weights, but as it is rarely less 
than a yard thick in this quarter of the 
Gulf of Finland, aud is supported at inter­ 
vals by tand-banks, the engineers them­ 
selves anticipate no trouble on this score.

It is evident 
that the existing penalties for crimes of 
of this nature are not sufiicient. Vitriol 
throwing is one of the basest, most cruel 
and dastardly of crimes, and it would be 
nr sin against civilization to make it 
capital. The young ruffian who in this case 
hopelessly maimed and disfigured three per- 
sr.r- because his impossible demand had 
not been complied with, deserves to be 
hanged. 
None but a malignant coward 
would ever thiow vitriol. Usually it has 
bo n done by women from motives of 
jealousy, and it is such n method of re­ 
ve.- ¿e as only a physically weak person 
would think of, it would seem. When a 
man employs it, and upon a woman, the 
punishment should be morciiesi and severe. 
Such monstrous outrages should be 
st mped out by sheer terrorism if no other 
i. - vus will suffice. 


THE EUROPEAN STORM. 
h iie great storm which has just swept 
o er Europe has been terribly destructive 
in its effects and wide in its range. Eng- 
1,:'i Appears to have suffered extensively, 
an 1 London has been put practically in a 
state of siege. A snowfall so heavy as to 
put a complete stop to traffic of all kinds 
is an almost unexampled occurrence in 
that part of the world, and coincidently 
with the snowfall came a flood in the 
Thames which has inflicted much damage. 
Between snow, river and wind, the experi­ 
ence has been remarkable. It may be too 
soon for us to crow over our exemption 
from the bad weather which is jast now 
playing havoc not ouly with European 
but Eastern American territory, for we 
must remember that this is the year of 
the great planetary conjunctions, and that 
physicists and astronomers have agreed 
in expressing the cautious opinion that 
they would not be at all surprised if 
Borne telluric convulsions of a rather start­ 
ling and disagreeable character should oc­ 
cur. For the present we are safe, but 
“ the Ides of March are come, not gone,” 
and we had better reserve our rejoicings 
until the fateful period has been’reached 
and passed. 
A SENSIBLE CONCLUSION. 
The Senate very sensibly shelved the 
resolutions against the new Chinese treaty. 
It would have been a great mistake to 
have sent such resolutions to Washington. 
Congress could ODly have concluded from 
them that wc did not know our own 
minds on the Chinese question, and while 
they would have been accorded no weight 
in legislation, they would have created 
public opinion on behalf of the Chinese. 
There are some Senators who profess to 
believe that something is to be gained by 
persistent advocacy of the most extreme 
measures in this connection. 
We have 
never been able to see the wisdom or use 


f u l n e s s of such a policy. Measures which 
aro against reason carry no conviction, 
an 1 measures which are unconstitutional 
produce no effects bnt the waste of time 
and money. 


We publish to-day a letter written by 
Governor Stanford in answer to a series of 
questions which the New York Chamber 
of Commerce has been sending to promi­ 
nent men throughout the country. Toc-se 
questions relate to the conduct and regp- 
lation of railroads. They have been form­ 
ulated with a view to obtaining the opin­ 
ions of thoughtful aud intelligent observers 
ia regard to the desirability of establish­ 
ing some governmental supervision over 
the transportation interest. The letter of 
Judge Biack, which has been so widely 
circulated, was in auswer to these ques­ 
tions, and now we have the views of one of 
the most eminent representatives of the in­ 
terest mainly concerned. Governor Stanford 
has treated a great subject with commend- 
-.ble breadth, dignity and originality. His 
positions on many points are certain to be 
sharply criticised, hut it will have to be 
conceded even by the most extreme advo­ 
cates of regulation that he has not only- 
taken up his ground boldly, but defended 
it with very great ability. 
The broad 
underlying principle upon which he pro­ 
ceeds is that property in railroads is essen­ 
tially identified with all other property. 
From this he argues that governmental 
interference with this particular form of 
property is open to all the objections 
which attend governmental interference 
with any kind of property ; that it is 
impossible to separate the elements of 
ownership and control; that to do so 
is to introduce Communism under the 
guise of Centralization ; that the measures 
proposed arc not only antagonistic to the 
entire theory of democratic government, 
but are wholly incompatible with the 
exercise of that freedom of action which 
is necessary to the healthy development of 
commerce. 
In the course of his argu­ 
ment Governor Stanford discusses the 
leading considerations 
which govern 
transportation, and shows that the as­ 
sumptions of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce and of Judge Black are fatally 
defect ve. It has been asserted by these 
parties that the railroads were managed 
with a single eye to the securing of the 
largest returns from business, without any 
regard to the interests of the shipper. 
This theory, which has been put in the 
form of “ fixing rates according to what 
“ goods will hear,” has commonly been 
spoken of as an illustration of corporate 
rapacity, and the inference has been drawn 
that the railroads habitually exacted every 
cent that could be imposed without pro­ 
hibiting transportation. Governor Stan­ 
ford shows the fallacy of this idea, and 
demonstrates the necessity for an elastic 
tariff which has been created by the con­ 
ditions of transportation. It is only by 
virtue of the existence of maximum rates 
that minimum 
rates are made pos­ 
sible. 
The 
treasury iu 
the rail­ 
road 
is the 
first consideration, and 
in this it differs from no business interest. 
But in order to maintain and increase its 
revenues, it must not only accommodate, 
but develop, traffic, and to accomplish 
this it must offer every inducement to 
shippers within its power. ‘ Nor does it at 
any time undertake to fix its rates rigidly, 
for the conditions of transportation are 
constantly fluctuating, and special cases 
are as constantly demanding new- regula­ 
tions. It is therefore indispensable, not 
alone for the well being of the corporation, 
but also for that of the public, that the 
former should be uutrammeled iu the con­ 
trol of its business. It is the interest of 
the public that the fullest facilities for 
railroad traffic should be extended, but 
this cannot be done unless the corporations 
are allowed to adapt their rules to the 
varying requirements of the hour. And 
this latitude involves no unjust discrim­ 
ination. Whenever that is practiced it is 
no less a violation of business principles 
than of public rights, and however much 
it may have occurred at an earlier period, 
it is certain that it is cow condemned and 
discarded by all the leading railroad com­ 
pañías of the country. 
Governor Stanford traverses the decla­ 
ration of Judge Black, that the railroads 
are not the property cf their owners, very 
boldly. He asserts that they are a3 much 
the proprietors of the property they con­ 
trol as individuals are of what they own ; 
that the corporations owe nothing to the 
State but a right of way, which is of so 
little intrinsic value that everybody can 
obtain it by paying the price of the pri­ 
vate property to ha entered upon ; that all 
the value which belongs to the railroads 
has been created by the men who own aud 
control them ; and that the State has no 
more justification for proposing to reg­ 
íate this property than it has for doing the 
same thing in regard to all other property. 
Of course Governor Stanford does not 
snbseribe to the doctrines of the Supreme 
Court in the Granger and Elevator cases. 
He thinks those doctrines rank Commun­ 
ism, and we entirely agree with him on 
that head. 
Indeed those opinions do 
necessarily involve the declaration that 
the State has the right to step in and regu­ 
late every imaginable kind of business, and 
this Judge Field has very ably demonstra­ 
ted. 
The Governor’s views will be 
somewaat startling to such as have allowed 
themselves to drift with the stream hith­ 
erto, aud have never paused to inquire 
towards what conclusion the country was 
tending. But it is both wholesome aud 
necessary that the radical doctrines of cen­ 
tralization which the Supreme Court has 
of late years adopted should be met at 
some time by as radical a denial of their 
soundness, and certainly no man is better 
•ntitled to express the corporate views of 
the question involved than the author of 
this letter. It may be objected that the 
country has already passed upon these 
questions, and that therefore further dis­ 
suasion of them is superfluous. But this 
is not the case. The very questions which 
Governor Stanford has here answered have 
for their object the procurement of data 
for the formulation of a general scheme of 
railroad regulation, and before such a 
scheme is adopted it is more than ever 
important that the country should view 
the subject from both sides. 
Governor Stanford has two blanches to 
his argument. One is devoted to showing 
the injustice of railroad regulation, and its 
lack of harmony with free institutions; 
the other goes to a consideration of the 
impracticability of the proposed legislation. 
In regard to this latter question it may be 
of interest to our readers to learn that 
Governor Stanford does not etand alone. 
The Massachusetts Railroad Commission, 
long presided over by Charles Francis 
Adams, Jr., have answered these same ques­ 
tions recently, and in doing so have pre­ 
sented a very strong argument against the 
policy of Government supervision. They 
say of this proposition: “ Certainly evils 
“ exist which it ia hard to remedy by State 
‘ ‘ legislation. But greater evils may be 
“ incurred by calling for national legisla- 
“ tion. If it is once begun to be exercised, 
“ such legislation would affect not only 
“ roads running from State to State, but 
“ all roads connecting with such routes, so 


“ that the smallest branch in the obscurest 
“ hamlet would have a portion of its 
“ business controlled by the central power 
“ of our Government. It would be a 
“ strain on a Government like ours to have 
“ the direction of §5,000,000,000 worth of 
“ property placed in its bands. 
* 
* 
* 
“ The danger of combination between dif- 
“ ferent States and sections ¡3 so obvi- 
“ ous that it hardly needs to be men- 
“ tioned. 
The regulation of freight 
“ charges could easily be managed so 
“ as to cut off certain ports ana States from 
“ all export trade. * * * The general 
“ effects of such an exercise of power upon 
“ the character of our Government is a 
“ serious question. No other scheme ever 
11 discussed has proposed such a consoli- 
“ dation of power as this. A change in 
“ forms of infinitely less consequence 
“ would excite universal indignation among 
“ the people. If the control of $5,000,- 
“ 000,000 was given to Congress, includ- 
“ ing the untold millions worth of freight 
“ each year, our Government would cease 
“ to be what it is now. We have barely 
“ indicated the perils that would attend 
“ such an assumption cf power ; and those 
“ periH begin to be incurred when Con- 
“ gress begins in anyway to control the 
“ interstate railroad traffic.” Here we 
liud a body which represents the bc6t 
experience of railroad management in the 
country, taking substantially identical 
grounds with Governor Stanford in regard 
to the impracticability of interstate regu­ 
lation, aud the fact is significant. We may 
add that the Massachusetts Railroad Com­ 
missioners appear to believe that the true 
solution of this great question lies in that 
consolidation of railroad interests which is 
now apparently approaching. 
In other 
words, the Board is again at one with 
Governor Stanford in maintaining that the 
independence of transportation ought to be 
unrestrained. 
Governor Stanford’s argument from 
first to last is on behalf of just this inde­ 
pendence. He contends that there is no 
justification for the governmental interfer­ 
ence proposed, that it is alike contrary to 
public policy and the spirit of republican 
institutions, and tbatitisimpossible through 
any such methods to divest railroad owners 
of control over their propertj-, without 
piactising confiscation. If the people wish 
to own and control the railroads, they 
ought to buy them. 
Until they do buy 
them they cannot owd them, and until they 
own them they can have no right to con­ 
trol them. His theory is that all abuses 
in railroad management tend to eliminate 
themselves when the management is 
uutrammeled, since 
all 
abuses 
are 
business mistakes, and therefore to be 
rectified as a matter of interest alone, as 
soon as discovered. He insists strongly 
also upon the mischief which would result 
from a cast-iron system of tariffs. Such a 
system would cripple transportation by 
making it impossible to carry low-priced 
goods at or below the cost of shipment. In 
other words the abolition of the maximum 
would involve the destruction of the mini­ 
mum. The entire letter is very forcibly 
reasoned, and it is marked by settled con­ 
victions and a thorough mastery of the fac­ 
tors in the case. 
Certainly no abler 
or more original presentation of this 
side of the question has ever been 
made, and whila it necessarily deals 
for the most part with considera­ 
tions growing out of corporate interests, it 
embraces doctrines of government which 
the country will have some day to accept, 
or reject at its peril. 
TAXATION. 
The report of the State Board of Equal­ 
ization presents the first trustworthy data 
for ascertaining the results of the revenue 
system put in operation by the new Con­ 
stitution. The conclusions to be drawn 
from the report are exceedingly unfavora­ 
ble to the new system of taxation. The 
latter in fact is shown quite conclusively 
to be a failure, and to be in many respects 
far more inequitable and clumsy than the 
methods which it supreseded. 
The de­ 
siderata of any scheme of taxation were 
long ago pointed out by Adam Smith. 
The taxpayer should contribute in propor­ 
tion to hi3 ability. 
Taxation should be 
certain and definite, and not arbitrary. 
It should be levied at the time and in the 
manner most convenient to the contrib­ 
utor. And it should be so contrived “ as 
“ both to take out and to keep out of 
“ the pockets of the people as little as 
“ possible, over and above what it brings 
“ into the public treasury.” We may add 
to these requirements of a rational scheme 
of taxation the consideration that no tax 
ought to be levied unless there is a mani­ 
fest possibility of collecting it, and that to 
impose taxes which from the nature of the 
ca-e cannot be collected is to overthrow the 
balance of the whole system, and to foster 
deceit, fraud and hypocrisy in the public. 
The framers of the new Constitution did 
not know anything about political econ­ 
omy, but they believed that a great deal 
of property had escaped taxation in the 
past, aud they were 
determined to 
make everybody payr in the future. In 
the innocence of their hearts they 
imagined that this could be done by 
decreeing it, and so resolute and unflinch­ 
ing were they in the prosecution of their 
purpose that they' refused to exempt from 
taxation even the shadows of property, 
but insisted 
that everything which 
represented property should be as­ 
sessed. 
It happened that coincidently 
with this access of public spirit there 
prevailed a belief that land monopoly could 
be put an end to by- taxation, and to this 
end it was sagely agreed that cultivated 
and uncultivated land of the same char­ 
acter and quality should be assessed at the 
same rate whea in contiguity. 
Evidently 
the Convention thought that in this case it 
has devised a rule which would only work 
one way. So the new Constitution set out 
with a great flourish and a great expectation 
— on 
the part of those who had 
failed to comprehend the instrument while 
it was under discussioD. The taxation of 
mortgages, the taxation of credits and 
stocks, the taxation of uncultivated land 
at the same rate as cultivated, was to re­ 
generate everything, and to lighten the 
burden of taxation on the masses by forc­ 
ing the rich to bear their just share of 
the general load. How the new system 
has succeeded the State Board of Equal­ 
ization tells us, and truly a more dismal 
catalogue of failures and disappoint­ 
ments has seldom been printed. 
For 
it has been shown in this report that 
the ways in which taxation is escaped are 
more numerous than ever before; that 
while personal property has always evaded 
assessment, real property has now found 
it possible to follow the same course ; that 
the attempts to impose double taxation 
have in a large number of oases been 
eluded by resort to shifts which resulted 
in the loss of even single taxation ; that 
the endeavor to break up land monopoly 
by taxing uncultivated lands at the same 
rate as cultivated has operated as a raid 
upon the small farmers ; that owing to the 
exemption of growing crops from taxation, 
and the failure to provide for the assess­ 


ment of the mature crops, this important 
class of personal property largely escapes 
taxation ; that owing to the ambiguities 
and confusions of the new Constitution 
the Board of Equalization has been pre­ 
vented from equalizing assessments gen­ 
erally ; that under the new system the 
State is at the mercy, first of the Assess­ 
ors, second of the taxpayers ; that whether 
the assessments arc made by the first or 
the second the interests of the State ap­ 
pear to be equally subordinated ; and that 
notwithstanding all the gigantic intel­ 
lectual labors of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention, it is but too apparent that some 
three or four hundred millions of property 
continue to pay no taxes whatever. 
This is the outcome of the first essay 
under the new revenue system. The Board 
of Equalization calls upon the Legislature 
to come to its relief, and to amend the rev­ 
enue law. Especially it wants some pro­ 
vision which will render the Assessors in­ 
telligent or conscientious. That they are 
not so at present, the 1 loafd thinks itself 
bound to conclude from the manner in 
which real estate has been assessed. With 
a unanimity and a perversity seldom 
equaled and never surpassed, the Assessors 
have reversed the new constitutional rule in 
regard to cultivated and uncultivated laud, 
and have in practice evidently assessed the 
former by the latter. But the most re­ 
markable result of all is the graduation of 
the assessments in accordance with the 
increase in size of the farms. 
Every­ 
where the small farm has been assessed 
higher than the large one. 
fn every 
county the value per acre of ten, twenty, 
and fifty-acre farms has been rated 
higher than that of the hundred, two 
hundred, four hundred, six hundred and 
forty-acre farms. There is nothing more cu­ 
rious in statistics than the regularity 
with which these results have been reached. 
In one county the farms of ten acres and 
under avtraje $500 per acre, while those 
from 400 to 040 acres average $3 per acre. 
As the Board remarks, “ there seems an 
“ air of enchantment about estates of many 
“ acres, that steals away the senses of 
“ Assessors and incapacitates them from 
“ performing their duty.” Precisely so, 
but the fact remains, enchantment or no 
enchantment, that the new rule has thus far 
failed, and it is to be ascertained whether 
the principle underlying it, or the method 
of appointing Assessors, is most at fault. 
In regard to the latter, it must be 
admitted that thus far the plan of 
electing these otiicers has not resulted 
well for the State. 
It is notorious 
that property of all kinds escapes assess­ 
ment. In some cases this is unavoidable, 
as in that of personal property ; but real 
estate cannot be concealed, neither can its 
value be hidden, and if, therefore, the 
Assessor fails to rate it fairly there is no 
escape from the conclusion that he has de­ 
liberately preferred not to do his duty-. In­ 
deed, it seems necessary to inquire seriously 
whether it can be expected that any rev­ 
enue system can be fairly tested so long as 
the method of appointing Assessors makes 
the strict performance of their oliicial duty 
incompatible with the conservation of their 
own interests. It is undeniable that the 
Assessor who proceeds without fear or 
favor is certain, under existing circum­ 
stances, to destroy his own political pros­ 
pects and to defeat his own re-election. He 
is called upon therefore for an exhibition 
of disinterested public spirit which the 
State has no right to expect from any of 
its employes, and in fact it may be said 
that the office can never be filled satisfac­ 
torily to the electors unless the holder of 
it fails more or less in his duty to the com­ 
monwealth. This is one of the cases in 
which individual and aggregate interests 
clash hopelessly. It is the interest of all 
the people that every class of property 
should be equally taxed. It is the interest 
of each individual to escape taxation if he 
can. And as it is by individual votes that 
the Assessor is elected, ho cannot afford tu 
subordinate the individual to the aggregate 
interest. The result Í3 that fair and un- 
discriminating assessments are rare, aud 
that personal property is ridiculously under­ 
assessed. 
As regards personal property, it is one 
of those classes which can never be reached 
unless the State is prepared to go to great 
lengths. The Romans were a very practi­ 
cal people, aud realizing the futility of get­ 
ting at the value of intangible property by 
mere inquiry, they gave their Assessors 
the power to inflict torture in order to 
reach the truth. Under such an arrange­ 
ment it may- be possible to assess personal 
property, but as it cannot be supposed that 
the people of California would submit to 
the introduction of the rack and the 
thumbscrew for the purpose of collecting 
taxes, it is to be feared that all efforts in 
this direction will prove useless. At pres­ 
ent it is the taxpayer who assesses his 
own personal property. This is an easy 
method for the taxpayer, but it is eo un­ 
businesslike and preposterous, as regards 
the state, that it is a wonder the absurdity 
should be tolerated. We do not require 
a report from any Board to inform us 
that 
under 
such a 
system 
two 
thirds of the personal property of the 
community must escape taxation. Prob­ 
ably one-third of the property is quite as 
much as pays taxes. 
And it is equally 
certain that 
this must always be 
the case. 
More inquisitorial methods 
may be adopted, yet without producing 
any improvement. The system of Massa­ 
chusetts, for example, is the most rigor­ 
ous, searching and elaborate extant; yet 
it is stated that forty per cent, of the 
personal property in Boston escapes taxa­ 
tion. The fact is that it is folly to im­ 
pose taxes which cannot be collected with 
some certainty. 
Every such attempt 
violates Adam Smith’s fourth rule, that 
the method of taxation should be 
such a3 to waste as little as possible. 
Methods which require 
an elaborate 
machinery for assessment, yet return no 
proportionate revenue, are clumsy and ex­ 
travagant. Moreover, as long as they are 
maintained they cause taxation to be 
heavier on those classes of property which 
cannot escape. 
It would be better 
to put all the burden of taxation 
upon the latter than to keep up 
a system which is neither one thing nor the 
other. Mr. C. T. Hopkins has recently 
written a paper in which he proposes 
several improvements on the revenue sys­ 
tem, and among others an income tax and 
a single tax npon land. The income tax is 
good in theory, but, in this country at least, 
bad in practice. 
It leads to similar 
evasions to those now common with regard 
to personal property. The tax on land is 
beyond question the most scientific, cer­ 
tain and easily collected of all taxes. It 
combines all the desiderataof Adam Smith. 
It is in fact, the ideally perfect method of 
taxation. But inasmuch as the doctrine 
of the diffusion of taxation, which under­ 
lies and explains it, is not yet compre­ 
hended by the masses, and since it will 
take many years to bring the public up to 
a proper understanding of Buch advanced 
propositions, 
it is 
hardly practical 
to discuss it here and now. 
The 


rule which seems to app.'v to all 
our advances is, that we are pound to 
try every wrong way first. So long as one 
erroneous notion remains untested it i? 
perfectly useless to argue for better 
methods. It is only when the futility of 
each fallacy lias been successively preved 
that the people allow themselves to be 
turned in the right direction. This no 
doubt will be the case with taxation. It 
is, however, sufficiently clear that the new 
revenue system is a conspicuous failure, 
and that it has fulfilled no single one of its 
promises. It cannot be amended without 
changing the Constitution, because that in­ 
strument has carefully fixed ail its most 
mischievous and foolish provisions. If it 
is not remedied, on the other hand, the 
inequalities of taxation will become more 
intolerable every year, and while the credit 
of the State will sutler abroad, taxpayers 
here will continue to evade their liabilities, 
and plundering and blundering will proceed 
with equal pace. 
PENSION FRAUDS. 
When the Pension Arrears Bill was 
passed by Congress, under an access of 
partisan patriotism which made both par­ 
ties afraid to challenge its provisions or 
hint at the dangers it embodied, a few 
journals had the courage to express the be­ 
lief that Congress was opening the door to 
enormous frauds upon the Treasury, and 
that the men who fought for the preserva­ 
tion of the Union were not the ones who 
would profit most by such a measure. All 
remonstrances and warnings were however 
disregarded at the time, and it was confi­ 
dently estimated that a sum of from 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000 would meet 
all the demands that could be made. 
The law has now been long enough in op­ 
eration to test its efficacy, and the recent 
report of the Commissioner of Pensions 
fully justifies the apprehensions which this 
journal among others expressed when the 
bill was introduced. Commissioner Bentley 
now estimates that the total cost of the bill 
will not be less than $400,000,000. This 
is bad, but worse remains to tell. 
If 
such a vast amount was needed to relieve 
the soldiers and their widows and chil­ 
dren the nation might stand the strain, 
however painful it was. But it is unfortu­ 
nately demonstrated that probably as high 
as 30 per cent, of the total amount will be 
fraudulently obtained. A steal of $120,­ 
000,000 is sufficient to arouse public atten­ 
tion, and nothing less than this appears to 
be threatened by the Pension Arrears Bill. 
The Commissioner frankly confesses that 
his office is unable to cope with the fraud­ 
ulent claims. He thinks that about thirty 
per cent, of those filed are detected and 
disallowed, but at the end of last June 
there were 282,000 pending claims, and 
what proportion of them was genuine no­ 
body could tell. 
The Commissioner 
points out that the bill facilitates 
fraud to such an extent that it is 
almost impossible to detect it in 
a majority of instances. He says that 
most of the discoveries have been made 
accidentally, and not by following any 
systematic clues. It is stated that there 
are practically no checks upon the evidence 
of the claimant's witnesses. 
All this tes­ 
timony is taken in secret, so far as the 
Government is concerned. Commissioner 
Bentley says, “ I have proposed to Con- 
“ gress a system which provides for the 
“ taking of testimony before Government 
“ officers in public in the neighborhood of 
“ the claimant and his witnesses. This 
“ proposition was made in my first 
“ annual report iu the fali of 1870, and 
“ has been repeated each year since. I 
“ believe it is the only remedy possible, 
“ and iu fact the only one necessary, to 
“ protect the Government against the 
“ frauds perpetrated, and at the same time 
“ secure to the meritorious claimants an 
"early and fair consideration of their 
“ claims.” But Congress has refused to 
listen to the proposal of the Commis­ 
sioner, and the result is that the 
Treasury is being raided with increasing 
audacity and success all the time, and 
that now the taxpayers are threatened 
with a gigantic robbery of $120,000,000, 
under the pretense of providing for the 
defenders of the Union. In fact this 
pension business appears to be already 
the hugest swindle of the period, and it 
is time that public attention was directed 
towards it seriously, so that pressure may 
be brought to bear upon Congress for the 
adoption of remedies and safeguards. A 
mob of conscienceless thieves are deluging 
the Pension Office with fraudulent claims, 
and under the law the Pension Office is 
incapacitated for the detection of these 
sham demands.

sands of boys and girls to ruin, shame and 
death. The parent who permits his chil­ 
dren to do as they please for fear of hurt­ 
ing their spirits is worse than a mere fool ; 
i’;e is a destroyer of his own family. The 
virtues by which domesticity—the stay of 
all statt s and the first requirement of 
civilization —is fostered, are precisely those 
which are being neglected in the present 
generation. Tht. result is that our chil­ 
dren grow up void 
the qualities which 
can alone fit them to be good husbands, 
wives, fathers and mothers. In fact we 
are sowing the wind, and those who come 
after us will reap the whirlwind. 
CLASSIFICATION OF TOWNS. 


It might be going too far to say that 
civilization is mainly a question of man­ 
ners, for it is certain that very good 
manners may coexist with very bad 
morals. But whenever we find a period 
in which manners are neglected or con­ 
temned, we are justified in suspecting 
that civilization is there checked by some 
influence, apparent or obscure. Now it is 
a circumstance already widely noted that 
in this country at this time the cultivation 
of manners is very generally neglected. 
The rudeness, coarseness, 
selfishness, 
irreverence, which characterize the con­ 
duct of a considerable proportion of 
young Americans of both sexes, are but too 
familiar to all of us. Vulgarity and flip­ 
pancy appear to be commonly mistaken for 
marks of independence, and if there is one 
thing more shocking and surprising than 
the conduct of the young, it is the recep­ 
tion given to this conduct by their seniors. 
The impudence, egotism, boorishness, 
greediness, indolence and general vicious­ 
ness and unlovableness which are appar­ 
ently regarded as matters of course by 
parents and friends, fill one with alarm 
and dismay for the future. The case of 
the young girls is even more discomraging 
than that of the boys, for we naturally 
expect more gentle and attractive man­ 
ners from women than from men, and while 
we are prepared to excnae much rudeneBg 
in the latter we look for better breeding in 
their destined partners. 
But it must be 
confessed that the girl of the period is in 
many respects extremely ungentle, in fact 
unfeminine. It would seem that the educa­ 
tion and home discipline of the day develop 
no altruistic virtues. Self-abnegation, self­ 
restraint, self denial, even self-respect, ap­ 
pear to be scarcely understood. Boister­ 
ous and unmannerly egotism is the rul­ 
ing phase of character. There is an ex­ 
travagant love of personal adornment, 
linked with a perfectly barbarous disregard 
of mental elevation and refinement. Take 
Shakespeare’s women, and you will search 
in vain for their reproduction in those 
degenerate days. 
Softness aud bashful­ 
ness, sweetness and amiability of manners, 
seem to have been discarded to a great ex­ 
tent. And this is the legitimate and in­ 
evitable result of the weak and frivolous 
methods of home-training followed by 
too many parent's. 
A most pernicious 
theory of the rights of children has grown 
up of late yvars, and we have no hesi­ 
tation in affirming that it has sent thou­ 


The Legislature should proceed in this 
business with extreme care. The natural 
tendency in all cases where classification 
of the kind is required, is to overdo it, 
and the excuses for that course are unfor­ 
tunately numerous. It is argued that the 
small towns cannot afford so expensive 
aud complex a governmental system as the 
larger ones, and as this argument is 
infinitely elastic, it is soon found de­ 
sirable to have separate systems for almost 
every grade of population. Thus if the 
town of 20,000 people requires a different 
government from that of 50,000, and if 
the town of 10,000 requires a different 
government from that of 5,000, the same 
argument may be applied to all the inter­ 
mediate grades, down to 1,000. 
The 
fact is, however, that nothing can 
be more mischievous than this multi­ 
plication of systems and complication 
of grades. The general idea is like 
that of the philosopher (the story is 
ascribed to no less a one than Sir Isaac 
Newton), who cut two holes in the bottom 
of his door—a large one for the cat, and a 
small one for the kitten—forgetting that 
one large hole would have admitted both. 
All towns grow, or are supposed to grow, 
and in new countries the changes which 
occur are peculiarly rapid. But if through 
a cumbrous and involved system it becomes 
necessary for every town to change its form 
of government on passing from one grade of 
population to another, there would be end­ 
less confusion, and also endless expense. A 
few simple and easily adaptable principles 
should suffice for the whole system of 
town governments. 
It does not follow 
that the plan which suits the town of 
10,000 would necessarily be too costly for 
the town of 5,000. 
It would be easy 
to retain the general framework and at the 
same time so reduce the complexity of the 
machinery as to adapt the same plan to 
both those grades, and to all the interme­ 
diate ones. W hat is required is a method 
by which the gradual growth of population 
may be kept up with by governmental 
changes demanding no revolution, but 
capable of being made without disturbing 
the general structure of the municipal sys­ 
tem. Let the Legislature remember that 
great elaboration iu such matters ia rather a 
proof of clumsiness and want of inven­ 
tion than of ingenuity. Wc do not say 
that great simplicity in governmental 
systems is now possible, but that the 
longer these questions are studied the 
easier will it be to discard many appur­ 
tenances and aids which, on a brief 
inspection, are apt to seem indispensable. 


“ Percy and others, as also what shonld 
‘ * happen in insuing times. ” The prophecy 
given in the pamphlet is in no respect 
different from the prophecies attributed to 
many other old women. It is vague, ob­ 
scure, indefinite, and like the oracles of 
old, capable of several interpretations. 
But it contains no reference whatever to 
1881, nor indeed to any date, and if it 
bears any general purport it is that of a 
denunciation of woe to England. It ends 
in this w ay: “ There shall be a man 
“ sitting upon St. James Church Hill 
‘ ‘ weeping his fill; and af ter that a sh i p come 
“ sailing up the Thames till it come against 
** London, and the Master of the ship 
“ shall weep, and the Marriners shall ask 
“ him why he weepeth, being he hath made 
“ so good a voyage, and ho shall say : Ah, 
“ what a goodly City this was, none in the 
“ world comparable to it, and now there is 
“ scarce left any house that can let us 
“ have drink for our money.” The truth 
is that the so-called prophecy of Mother 
Shipton which has been priuted so* often 
recently is spurious, and was written but a 
few years ago, and subsequently to all the 
inventions of which it speaks. Those, 
therefore, who have been agitating them­ 
selves on account of this alleged prophecy 
may put away their apprehensions, and the 
credulous may' assure themselves that all 
instances of alleged fulfilled prophecies are 
capable of a like rational and natural ex­ 
planation.

SHERMAN ON REFUNDING. 
Secretary' Sherman expresses the opin­ 
ion that it will not be possible to float a 
three per cent, bond, and no man in the 
country is a better judge of the financial 
possibilities than he. The effect of a fail­ 
ure in refunding would be very mischiev­ 
ous, and therefore Congress is bound to 
proceed with the utmost caution. 
It 
would be both a political and a financial 
blunder to pas9 a bill for the issue of a 
three per cent, bond unless there was some 
reasonable assurance that it would be taken 
up. There would be no political capital 
in such a measure, for it could only pro­ 
duce disastrous results, and for these 
results the supporters of the bill would 
bo held responsible. 
It will not do 
to argue from the situation which 
existed when the four-per-cents were 
issued. 
At that time there was a 
general business depression all over the 
world. Money had not been so aheap in 
England for many years. Loans were 
being made .13 low as half of one per cent, 
a year. There was no speculative demand 
for capital, and very little demand for 
legitimate industry. Men were therefore 
willing to invest in a four per cent, bond 
as the best that offered. But now the 
situation is changed. There has been a 
great and general business revival. There 
has been a renewal of activity both in 
manufacturing and in railroad building. 
There has arisen a demand for large 
masses of capital for numerous extensive 
enterprises. There are at least three in- 
teroceanic canal projects, which will, if 
they are all put on the market, create 
an opening for not less than $500,000,000 
of capital. 
Speculation is brisk and 
growing, and all the signs point to a com­ 
mercial advance of unexampled magni­ 
tude. It is therefore irrational to suppose 
that because a four per cent, bond was 
floated under a totally different set of con­ 
ditions, a three per cent, bond can be 
floated now. Mr. Sherman believes that a 
thrce-and-a-half per cent, bond would 
succeed, and he ought to know, though 
under the circumstances even that seems 
dubious. 
If, however, Congress obsti­ 
nately refuses to take into account the 
changes which the money market has un­ 
dergone since the four-per-cents were put 
upon it, the probability is that a very 
serious failure will result, and one which 
must react upon the public credit generally. 


And now the relations between Greece 
aud Turkey are alarming all Europe. The 
demands which Greece made at Berlin, 
when with characteristic caution she came 
in at the end of the fighting to share the 
spoils, were sanctioned by Russia because 
she thought they could be subsequently 
employed as levers wherewith to topple 
the Sultan over. Mr. Gladstone has al­ 
ways had an unresonaable attachment for 
the Greeks, due to his classical education 
and tendencies, and therefore he has en­ 
couraged the claims of the Greek Govern­ 
ment upon the l’orte. And so successfully 
have the melodramatic semi-savages who 
represent the melancholy survivals of 
the culture of Athens been w'orked 
up, that nothing less than war will 
now satisfy them ; which ia to say that 
if they cannot cut Turkish throats they 
will upset their own Government, and per­ 
haps cut some Greek ones. The Greek 
Government has mustered quite a formid­ 
able army on paper, though whether it has 
any stamina remains to be seen. But now 
that the prospect of a real war between 
Greece and Turkey is at hand, the Powers 
which have been egging it on are beginning 
to stand aghast at their own handiwork, 
for they perceive, when it is almost too late 
t.i stop the proceedings, that this outbreak 
is very likely to involve all Europe before 
it is over. It Í3 evident that several of the 
Powers will be forced to take sides, and 
that some who have been the enemies 
of the Porte heretofore may bo com­ 
pelled to appear as its allies under 
the new state of things. England would 
have to support Greece, and in so doing 
she might force either Russia or Austria to 
take the other side. The situation is at 
once so critical and so complicated that it 
is impossible to see beforehand how cir­ 
cumstances would divide the Powers, since 
an apparently trifling change here or there 
might make radical differences in their de­ 
cisions at the last moment. As, however, 
it ¡3 impossible now to stop Greece with­ 
out resorting to coercion, and as the Porte 
is certain to fight with characteristic des­ 
peration, the outlook is particularly grim 
and unpleasant for European statesmen and 
diplomatist?, not to speak of the people, 
who have on all such occasions to pay the 
piper.

MOTHER SHIPTON’S PROPHECIES. 
There has been a good deal of idle spec­ 
ulation of late concerning an alleged pre­ 
diction or prophecy by one Mother Ship­ 
ton, to the effect that the world would be 
destroyed in 1881. Had Mother Shipton 
made such a prophecy it probably would 
not have attracted much attention but for 
the fact that this wonderful personage is 
said to have made many other predictions 
concerning modern inventions, all of which 
have been fulfilled. Now if, as alleged, 
Mother Shipton, living many generations 
ago, had foretold the invention of the 
steam engine, of gas street-lights, of bal­ 
loons and several other equally surprising 
matters, it certainly would have been 
justifiable to pay some attention to her 
other prophecy. But in all questions of 
this kind the mistake of the public 
consists in accepting the assertions 
which *are pnt forward to fortify the 
story, without investigation. The proper 
method ot proceeding would have been 
to inquire first, whether a Mother Shipton 
had lived as stated ; second, whether she 
had prophesied as stated. 
Now, as a 
matter of fact, there does appear to have 
been a Mother Shipton. She is said to 
have lived in England in the reign of 
King Henry VIII., and ali we know of 
her is from a pamphlet printed at London 
in the year 1641, entitled “ The Brophesie 
“ of Mother Shipton in the Raigne of King 
“ Henry the Eighth. 
For telling the 
“ death of Cardinall Wolsey, the Lord 


It is stated that considerable feeling has 
been aroused in Berlin by the holding of 
certain meetings iu various parts of this 
country, to protest against the barbarous 
auti-Jewish raid now proceeding iu Ger­ 
many.

open to her. We are not in the least afraid 
of “ blood and iron” on this side of the 
water, and none of us tremble at the crack 
of Bismarck’s whip. 
Bat when we 
see the German Government prohibiting 
meetings in Berlin called to organize 
resistance to the anti-Semitic mania, 
after the same Government has accorded 
full license to the anti-Semitic barbarians, 
wc have a right to conclude that for some 
purpose of his own Bismarck is favoring 
the brutal raid, even though he may be 
sensitive to criticiem upon his course. 
The plain truth is that this affair is deeply 
disgraceful to Germany. Every educated 
and intelligent man and woman thinks so, 
anu in America we have the privilege and 
the custom of expressing our thoughts 
freely. We hope that more meetings will 
be held in the United States to protest 
against the outrageous business, aud that 
the people will put their belief into strong 
resolutions at these meetings. And if 
Prince Bismarck is offended thereat we 
can only say that he will have plenty of 
leisure to compose himself, though he will 
most assuredly obtain no apologies from 
America.

Weaver, Greenbacker, supported Gillette’s 
idiotic “ point,” and finally the Chair ruled 
that “ there was no precedent for deprir- 
“ ing a member of the right to represent 
“ his constituency. He did not believe 
“ the House had that right.” On appeal 
the House sustained the Speaker by a vote 
of 220 to 38. This man Gillette evidently 
represents a remarkable constituency, for 
only such an one could have elected so hope­ 
less a donkey to Congress. If every mem­ 
ber who has some direct or indirect inter­ 
est in pending legislation was prohibited 
from voting upon it, it would very soon 
become impossible to transact any public 
business. The suggestion of Haskell, that 
the Greenbackers should be included in 
the prohibition demanded, was to the 
point, for without the national banks to 
rail at the ooonpation of these aoophalous 
financiers would be gone.

to find th e cause, M iller was found upon the 
sidew alk in fr-'nt of his hom e lying already 
dead from a pistol shot through his head.

During bis argum ent, which was 
Vfrv clear and exhaustive, Mr. Hale was interrupted 
by * Mr. Long, Wlio asked 
him if he did not 
.c. nsidcr the SL-c’i n previously referred to in tlie 
Com tluition t i California in direct conflict with the 
Constitution of the U nited States, and by Mr. 
Felton, who inquired if the Federal Constitution 
were not param ount to the State Constitution.

recognized, but it je t remained to be determined 
w hether or not any such conflict existed between 
the State and the nation relative to the Chinese. 
Until the problem wus decided by the Court of 
highest resort, California would not be satisfied. 
Mr. Long sa d he was opposed to returning tlio 
bill to the committee.

SURVEYS OF SWAMP LANDS. 
A. R. 209 (by Mr. A rick)- W henever in any county 
it becomes necessary, in order to segregate the 
swamp and overflowed lands from the Government 
lands, to have survey and segregation lines run hy 
authority of the United States, they shall be paid 
for out of the swamp land fund of the county; and 
on the approval of the survey by the Unit» d States 
Surveyor-General the Board of Supervisors of tbe 
county iu which any swamp land so surveyed and 
segregated may he situated, shall, by an order to be 
entered upon its m inutes, direct paym ent thereof to 
be made out of the swamp land fund of the county: 
provided, th at the am ount to be so paid shall not 
exceed the price paid by the Government of the 
United States for the surveys of the public land. 
On certificate of the order the Treasurer to pay tlie 
allowance for surveys and divide the am ount by tbe 
num ber of acres surveyed and certify samo to Regis­ 
ter, and the am ount shall become a charge on the 
lands so surveyed. 
WATER BATES. 
A. TV 181 (by Mr. Gilmore)—Supervisors, Council 
or legislative body of any city or town to fix rate» to 
be collected for water furnished tlie people.

lem anda swor statem ent, sotting forth the current 
expenses in detail, the amount of w ater furnished, and 
t.» whom, and the gr.ns receipts therefor, and bal­ 
ance uncollected, for the term of one year prior to 
the serving of such no t:ce, and up to date th ereo f; 
and upon such basis, as per assessment roll, and 
upon the e n m a te « f current «xpen is and gross 
receipts, the rate sln ll be fixed by the Board ; pio- 
vided, th it in no case shall the rate be fixed at a figure 
allowing a profit of over 6 per cent, per annum to 
the person, company, association, or corporation 
owning and furnishing the water. 
Rates to be 
equal and uniform, and no discriminations between 
persons, or between persons and corjmrat'on*, or as 
to th » use «f water for private and domestic, and 
public and municipal purposes. 
To collect a higher 
rate than fixed is an offense, punished by flue of 
$100 to $1,000, half to complainant and half to the 
school fund. To furnish a false stati m ent t>r refuse 
one, is to forfeit the franchise. 
Failure of local 
Boards to enforce the law is malfeasance in office, 
punishable by removal] 
BREATHING SPACE. 
S. B. 180(by Mr. Conger)—A bill to enforce the 
500 cubic feet of space system per person in rooms and 
sleeping apartm ents in lodging-houses in cities. Re­ 
quires inspection by H ealth Officer, by giving him 
authority to demand a diagram of the buildings let 
as lodging-houses, etc. 
TURN TO THE RIGHT. 
S. B. 203 (hy Mr. Hill)—Adds a new section to the 
Political Code. 
W henever any persons, traveling 
with carriages, shall meet on any turnpike, road, or 
public highway, they shall seasonably turn their 
carriages to tbe right of the center of the road, so 
as to perm it each carriage to pass w ithout interfer­ 
ing or interrupting, under the penalty of five dol­ 
lars for every neglect or offense, to be recovered by 
the party in ju red ; provided, this section shall not 
he construed to apply to any case, unless some in­ 
jury to persons or property shall occur by the driver 
of the carriage or wagon refusing to turn to the 
right of the beaten track ; nor shall it be construed 
to extend to a ease where it is impracticable from 
the nature of the ground for the driver of the car­ 
riage or wagon to turn to the right of the beaten 
track. 
CORPORATION DIVIDENDS. 
A. B. 231 (by Mr. Gay)—Adds to Section 309 of 
the Civil Code, relative to dividends of corporations 
declared otherwise than from surplus profits, and 
th at no debts beyond subscribed capital stock shall 
be made, etc , a9 follows: “ And the stockholders 
thereof shall have the right to m aintain an action in 
their own name, jointly or severally, against the 
Directors, or persons who have acted us such, for a 
misappropriation of its funds, wi'hoUt making de­ 
mand upon the corporation to institute such action.” 
Otherwise the section remains as it is. 
THE MILITIA. 
A. B. 220 (by Mr. Gilmore)—Supervisors to allow 
every active member of the m ilitia $2 per annum. 
Captains to report to the Board list of active m em ­ 
bers, and the Board to determ ine the m anner of pav­ 
ing the $2. 
MEDICAL EXPERTS. 
A. B. 213 (by Mr. Del Valle)—Parties to a suit 
may file agreem ent th at a medical expert is needed, 
and asubpena shall then issue to the one designated 
and he shall attend and testify. If there is no agree­ 
m ent as to the person, the Court or Judge may 
designate one. 
Such expert to be paid for attend­ 
ance, travel and services a reasonable am ount, to 
be fixed bv the Court, and paid out of the county 
t reasiiry. Iu civil cases the defeated party to refund 
the an u u n t, or execution may issue against him. 
The Court may in any case call three medical ex- 
peita and order them to be paid. 
In criminal cases 
the defendant may call other m dical experts than 
herein provided, at his own cost, and in such case 
the people may call still others. No medical experts 
to testify except as herein provided. 


STATISTICS. 
A. B. 216 (hy Mr. Birney)— An Act to encourage 
Assessors to gather statistics of production as to 
stock, fruit, wine, gold and silver. Directs Assessors 
to gather the facts, and gives each $50 extra com­ 
pensation for so doing. 
HAIR AND SCALP LAW. 
A. B. 225 (by Mr. Kellogg)—WTicnever a Board of 
Health or Caunty Physician presents to the Sheriff 
a certificate or o:der, to the effect th at it is nec­ 
essary for riie purpose of protecting health, or to 
prevent the introduction or spreading of diserte, or 
to protect or improve the health of crim inals under 
sentence, th a t the hair of any criminal or criminals 
should be cut, the Sheriff shall cut, or cause to be 
¡ cut, ti e hair of any person or person* iu his charge, 


T h e F o r m a t i o n o f M o u n t a i n s .—Speak­ 
ing of the formation of mountains, Pro­ 
fessor Favre, of Geneva, has said that the 
three system s which account for the origin 
of mountains do not differ greatly from 
each other. 
Those who admit the system 
of elevations as the principal couse would 
probably admit the formation of depres­ 
sions as a secondary cause, while those who 
give depression the first place, would also 
.admit elevation as a secondary factor. 
Lastly, in the system of lateral crushing 
there is a general depression of the earth, 
since there is a diminution in the length of 
the radius of the globe, and yet there re­ 
sult elevations of the groGfid in the midst 
of this general depression.

THE MUSSEL SLOUGH CASE 


JU O G 3 S A W Y E R ’S C H A R G E TO 


T H E JU R Y . 


Gentlemen of the J u ry : This long case is 
about drawing to a close. Counsel have per­ 
formed their duty ; it now remains for the 
Court to psrform its duty, and then it will 
devolve upon you to perform yours. 
It is the duty of the Co"rt to give you the 
law applicable to this case, and it is your 
duty to receive it from the Court, and to act 
upon it as so given to you. The declarati on 
of the law is strictly and solely the province 
of the Court, and your function.* are simply 
to ascertain the facts. Of the facts you are 
the sole judges. You are the judges of the 
weight of the testimony, and the credibility 
of the witnesses, and it is f r you from all 
the testimony in the case to determine the 
facts, ar.d when you determine the facts it is 
your drily to announce that determina* ion, 
whatever your sympathies may be. 
You 
will examine this case fairly, cairt.ly and im­ 
partially, and declare the result as it strikes 
your minds from all the testimony íd the 
cate. 
You will not allow yourselves to be 
governed by sympathy, or drawn aside from 
the issues by any outside consideration. You 
have nothing to do with the punishment— 
you are simply to determine the question 
whether these parties are guilty or not 
guilty i f the offense charged. 
The responsi­ 
bility of the punishment is upon the law and 
the Court. 
In view of these instructions, gentlemen, 
you will examine the testimony in the case, 
for the purpose of ascertaining the facts. 
The statute of the United States provides 
that “ if two or moro persons”—and there 
may be but two—“ if two or more persons 
conspire to commit any offense against the 
United States, and one or inore of such par­ 
ties do any act to effect the object of the_con­ 
spiracy, all the parties to such conspiracy 
shall be liable to a penalty,” etc. That is 
one provision of the statutes, gentlemen, and 
there is a charge in this indictment framed 
upon that provision charging these defend­ 
ants, with several oth: r parties who are not 
on trial, and others to the Grand Jury un­ 
known, with conspiracy. There mint be two 
at lea-.* to form a Conspiracy. The con­ 
spiracy charged is to commit the offense of 
resisting and obstructing the United States 
Marshal in the execution of the writ set out. 
If you find that two or more are guilty of 
the conspiracy, then you must find those 
gun' y as to whom you find the testimony suf­ 
ficient to justify such a verdict. 
There is another clause, gentlemen of the 
jury: “ Every person who knowingly and 
wiiifully obstructs, resists c ropposes any offi­ 
cer of the United States iu serving or at­ 
tempting to serve or execute any mesne pro­ 
cess or warrant, or any rule or order of the 
Court of the United States or any other legal 
or judicial writ or process, or assaults or beats 
or wounds an officer duly authorized in serv­ 
ing or executing any writ, rule, order, process 
r warr&nh shall Le punished,” etc. 
Now, gentleman, there are two charges in 
this indictment; one is that these defendants 
with other-, conspired to obstruct and resist 
the United States Marshal in executing a 
writ, an l doing seme act to effect the object 
of that conspiracy; and the other ia in actu­ 
ally obstructing or resisting the Marshal in 
the execution of the writ. Tuese two offenses 
are charged in this indictment, and those are 
the questions for you to examine. 
Gentlemen, anything outside of the ques­ 
tion as to whether the defendants, or some of 
them, ate guilty of conspiring and taking 
some measures to carry out the object of the 
conspiracy, and of the issue as to whether 
there was any obstruction or resistance of the 
Marshal in executing the writ is irrelevant to 
this matter. 
There has been a large amount 
of testimony introduced here, gentlemen, but 
that ia introduced simply as bearing upon the 
question of conspiracy and intent. 
When 
you get beyond that, beyond throwing any 
light upon this subject, you are to discard it. 
Gentlemen, there was a judgment iu favor 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
against the two parties, Storcr and Brewer, 
put in evidenoe, and a writ of execution 
is=ued upon that judgment. 
Gentlemen, you 
have nothing whatever to do with the merits 
of that controversy. The law h»3 appointed 
the Courts to settle controversies. 
It does 
not allow the parties to determine their own 
cases. 
It provides a judiciary for the pur­ 
pose of inquiring into and settling legal con­ 
troversies. 
When this controversy between 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company and 
Storcr and Brewer was tried by the Court 
and the judgment entered, that settled the 
matter for all time, unless that judgment 
should in some form be set aside. The merits 
of the controversy, or as to whether there was 
any error in the judgment, is not a question 
for you to consider; it is not before you at 
all. You are to presume it was settled cor­ 
rectly, until otherwise determined. At ail 
event0, it was so settled, whether correctly or 
erronc usly does not matter, for the purposes 
of this case. 
There was but one way of lawfully pre­ 
venting the execution of that judgment when 
demanded by the plaintiff, and that was by 
an app'al to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, taken within the proper time, 
and in the mode p escribed bylaw . If no 
appeal is taken, and the judgment is not re­ 
versed, that judgment i? just as binding, just 
as fiual as though it were a judgment of the 
Supreme Court of the United States; it set­ 
tles the righ‘s of those parties fur ail time. 
Even it in the appeal of the three esses that 
were appealed, those judgments should be 
reversed, it w nUl in no wav affect the judg­ 
ment. 
The oniy way of affecting this judg­ 
ment is to reverse it or set it aside by some 
other recognized judicial proceeding in the 
Courts ; and the judgment being perfected, 
the time for staying proceeding» of appeal 
having expired the plaintiff had a right to 
the execution of that writ, and it was the 
duty of the Government of the United 
Stat:?, if it required all the force within its 
control, to execute that writ, and that judg­ 
m ent; and if the Government should fail to 
execute that writ while that judgment stands 
and is still subsisting, it would fail to perform 
the proper and most important functions of 
the Government, and if it should submit to 
the resistance anarchy would necessarily 
eome. 
Any one who conspires to resist the execu­ 
tion of that writ commits an offense against 
the laws of the United States, and any one 
who resists the officers in the execution of 
that judgment and writ commits an offense 
against the laws of the United States ; and 
these aro the offenses that are charged in this 
indictment, and you have simply to inquire 
w hether those off'ns s have been committed 
or not, without reference to any other or any 
extraneous questions or considerations. 
Now, gentlemen, a conspiracy is: “ A 
combination of two or moro persons by some 
concerted action to accomplish some criminal 
or unlawful purpcco.” That is the definition 
of conspiracy so far as it is applicable to 
this case. 
“ A combination of two or more 
persons ”—it may ba two, but there must be 
at least two, and there m aybe more—“ by 
some concert'd action to accomplish some 
criminal or unlawful purpose.” 
Now, there is a charge here that these de­ 
fendants with others, concerted together to 
resist the M arshal; that there was a con­ 
certed action; that they conspired together 
to resist the Marshal. Gentlemen, the evi 
dence of conspiracy is generally circumstan­ 
tial. I t is not to be supposed that parties 
enter into a formal written or verbal obliga­ 
tion, or if they do that, that obligation can 
be proven in term. 
“ The evidence in proof 
of a conspiracy will, generally, from the na­ 
ture of the case be circumstantial, though the 
common design is the essence of the charge ;” 
that ir, the design entertained by each to per­ 
form tne act. 
“ It is not necessary to prove 
that the defendants came together and ac 
tualiy agreed in terms to have that design 
and to pursue it by common means. If it be 
proved that the defendants pursued by their 
acts the same objects, often by the same 
means, one performing one part aud another 
another part of the same, so as to complete it 
with a view to tlm attainment f the same 
object, the jury will be justified in the con 
elusien that they were engaged in a con­ 
spiracy to effect that object.” 
Now, gentlemen, yon are to consider from 
the circumstances of this case whether there 
was a o-mspiracy to effect this object of re 
sisting the Marshal There is testimony here 
tending to snow that theie was a combination 
of men formed for the purpose of resisting 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company in 
the occupation of the lands claimed by it, 
and patented to it by the Government, being 
the odd sections of land. There is testimony 
tending to show that there was a combina­ 
tion for that purpose, and that at an early 
stage of the esse there was an organization 
and a constitution a ’optad, with subordinate 
leagues and a pledge, which the testimony 
tends to show was taken. Whether it does 
show it or not is a que»ti n for you to con­ 
sider and determine ; and that pledge is in 
language which follows : 
‘•T hat we recognize no rights of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company to our 
homes, and that the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company or its assignees cannot psace- 
ab’v enjoy tbs benefits of onr several years of 
toil to our exclusion ; and that ia placing onr 
,: -jatures to taw n ssisu iii we do it with t le 
Stm resolve to stand by each other ia the pro- 
tec-ion of onr homes and families «gainst 
this fraudulent claim of the Southern P ic h e 
Railroad Company ; aud that we will stand 
as o n e man till .our cause h decided by the 
UnPed States Supreme (Joint.. 
That resolution you will see, gentlemen, is 
broad in its t rios. It makes no exception el 
tLe in.igmcna of the lower Courts, or of the 
State 
nr-- b it whether intended t , eat- 
S ta te ’ 
brace them or not, is a question for you to 
, 
• a 
ell the evidence, aud not for 
You h C e b ^ d the language of the 


resolution, and I merely call your attention 
to that as one of the circumstances which are 
relied upon as tending to show a conspiracy 
to bold these lands at all events and against 
all authority. 
Now I shall not go minutely into these 
other circumstances of midnight raids, or as 
to who performed them, or the notices given 
to persons who purchased of the railroad com­ 
pany against the wishes and consent of the 
the league, nor especially refer to those per­ 
sons whose houses were burned, nor to those 
masked men who, by their threats, induced 
the agent of the company who was there to 
grant the lands, to leave, nor to the midnight 
pursuit by masked men of those who dared 
to purchase of the railroad company, except 
to call your attention to them as circum­ 
stances which are claimed on the part of the 
prosecution as tending to show the length and 
breadth of this conspiracy, if there wa3 any 
such conspiracy. The Government claims 
that there was a conspiracy, and claims that 
it not only extended to the lands, but further, 
that it extended to an intention to resist the 
process of the lower Courts, at least until a 
decision should be had from tho Supreme 
Court of the United States. These are cir­ 
cumstances which you are entitled to consider 
in connection with all the other circumstances 
in the case. But 1 shall pass over this with­ 
out any further comment—without any com­ 
ment as to the credibility of the tc-timony, 
or as to the fact at all, except that the testi­ 
mony points to this organization as the only 
one having any cause of complaint against the 
parties settling upon those particular lands, 
or purchasing those lauds from tne company. 
We will come down now, gentlemen, to the 
U th of May. The testimony is claimed to 
show that it was known iu that district by 
many, and by some of the defendants at 
least, prior to the 11th of May, that execu­ 
tions had been issued, but the testimony of 
the witnesses is, that they did not know at 
what time the Marshal would appear ; that a 
meeting was called at Hanford on the morn­ 
ing of the 11th of May—a picnic to take into 
consideration these matters—at which it was 
expected Judge Terry would deliver ou opin­ 
ion, or make an address, one or the other, 
upon the subject. 
I t is in testimony also, 
gentlemen, that the Marshal, with Mr. 
Clark, the grader, w ho was familiar with the 
land and who accompanied ths Marshal to 
point out the land, arrived at Hanford . n the 
evening before, and on the morning of tho 
11th of May went in pursuit of Crow and 
Hart, who were two of the purchasers of the 
railroad lands, and whom he was directed to 
put in possession of certain lands, among 
them the lands claimed and possessed by 
Storer and Brewer. 
The testimony tends to 
show that H art had either purchased of the 
railroad company or leased the land held by 
Braden, and one other piece of land, and 
that Crow had purchased the land which was 
embraced iu the judgment and writ against 
Storer and Brewer; and that the company 
had authorized the Marshal to put them in 
possession of those lands. 
Now, gentlemen, those lands being ad­ 
judged to be the property of the railroad 
company, whatever title the railroad com­ 
pany had in them, H art and Crow had a 
right to purchase, and no one had any right 
to interfere with their purchases. 
Whatever 
their interest was, whatever their title was, 
after the title had been adjudged to be iu the 
company, Crew and H art had a right to pur­ 
chase it, and they had a right, by the a-sent 
or direction of the company, to be put in 
possession under those judgments and exe­ 
cutions, any one forcibly opposing their being 
put in po.-session would be acting iu violation 
of the law. 
Not finding H art at the town of Hanford, 
the Marshal and Mr. Clark started upon the 
road towards the laud, as the testimony tends 
to show. 
They afterwards met them on the 
way, and first went to Braden’s place. Not 
finding any one there, they removed his goods 
into the streets, or county road, and the Mar­ 
shal delivered formal possession to Hart. 
They then went to the place of Storer aud 
Brewer. They met Storer upon the way, and 
after some conversation in relation to the 
subject, and his beiog informed that the Mar­ 
shal was there for the purpose of putting 
Crow in possession, one i f them—Crow, I 
think—said : “ Why can’t we settle it?” and 
there was some conversation on the subject. 
They stood aside and conversed by them­ 
selves. Storer said: “ Well, ccrne on boys, 
we will go down and see my partner 
or 
my 
friend.” 
They 
went 
down to 
the land. 
I need not go over the circum­ 
stances. They w ent'into the inclosnre on 
the even section adjoining with Storer— 
what they call the homestead lot—and the 
Marshal and Clark and Crow and H art re­ 
maining while Storer went to converse with 
his partner. The testimony also is that the 
news of the Marshal’s arrival became noised 
abroad in Hanford at once ; that it became 
known to the settlers, and among others, to 
these defendants in various stages of the case ; 
that, the Marshal was there with his writs ; 
that he and Crow and H art had gone out 
with a view of executing the writs. Now, 
gentlemen, you have heard the testimony 
about how these parties all arrived upon the 
grounds, but the testimony all tends to show 
that they gathered their men together, and 
that some of them—McQuiddy, their leader 
—and some others requested them to get as 
many men as they ct uld ; that they wanted 
to make an impressive repr sentation to the 
Marshal. There was a concert cf action, as 
the testimony all tends to show, and it is not 
contradicted, in going there. They all went 
there, several mUes out of the way, toa place 
in which they had no pereoual concern. 
There appears to have been a concert of ac­ 
tion in going there and assembling at the 
place. They gathered their friends together, 
as the testimony tends to show, upon the 
way. Now, if that was so, if they went there 
by any concert of action, that is one element 
in the conspiracy. That, of course, does not 
make a conspiracy alone, but if there was a 
concerted action on their part, and they ail 
came together from different portions around 
there by concert of action or agreement, I say 
that is one element pointing to conspiracy. 
Now they went there for a purpose. That 
they all admit. The testimony all shows 
that they had a purpose in going. 
If that 
purpose was anuulawful one, that is another 
element in the conspiracy. They say now 
that that purpose was to persuade the M ar­ 
shal not to execute the writ. 
That was one ; 
another oue was that they had heard thri ats 
that Brewer’s life would be in danger. That 
was another purpose. This is what they say, 
the law at this time permitting them to tes­ 
tify in the matter, and as they say it, it i-> 
testimony in the case, au i you are entitled to 
consider it—to consider if there was a pur­ 
pose of some kind in going there, and wheth­ 
er that purpose was a lawful or an unlawful 
one. 
On the other hand, it is alleged that there 
was another purpose, and that purpose, it ia 
¡misted, was shown by the surroundiDg cir­ 
cumstances to have been an unlawful purpose, 
a purpose to resist the Marshal. The fact 
that they went for a lawful purpose merely 
you are cot to assume, unless you believe that 
Is the true state of the case—the true condi 
lion of things—from all the circumstances iu 
the case. 
And you are entitled to consider 
what they did at that time ; whether what 
they did at the time, aud constituting a part 
of the transaction itself, is c .insistent with 
what they now declare, subsequently to the 
event, to be their purpose, or not. 
W hat was done whan they came upon the 
ground the testimony all shows. 
It is not 
substantially contradictory. Storer had just 
left Crow and H a rt: there is no testimony 
that any ill-feeling was manifested between 
them ; there is no testimony that any dispute 
or harsh language was used among them that 
morning. 
The testimony simply indicates 
that they were talking in a friendly way. 
Storer had just left for Brewer, who was 
plowing in the field near by, both in sight of 
these parties as they arrived. 
Now when 
the defendants and their associates arrived, 
seeing a large number of men, estimated any­ 
where from 13 to 25 or 30, according to 
the different views which the several wit­ 
nesses took of it, whatever the number was— 
certaiuly it was not less than 13, because that 
is the lowest number that it is put at—when 
H art and Crow saw those men they made an 
expression, as the testimony tends to show, 
which indicated that they expected difficulty. 
The Marshal testifies to you that he directed 
them to stay where they weie, and keep quiet 
in their wagons, saying that he would go 
down and meet them. 
The Marshal testifies, 
and it is not contradicted, that he went down 
to meet them, some 50 or 60 yards from where 
he had left these parties sitting in the wagon 
side by side together, Crow and H art in one 
wagou and Clark ia the other. 
He says he 
spoke first to these part es and said : “ Crond 
morning, gentlemen.’ 
A conversation im­ 
mediately was entered into. 
He says he 
told them that he was the U nited States Mar­ 
shal ; that they expressed to him the fact 
that they were aware of that fact. He says, 
and be repeats it upon several «occasions, that 
they told him he could not execute that writ. 
They intimated that they had knowledge of 
the tact that he was there with a writ to ex- 
•outa, and he says they t ill him he could not 
execute that w rit; that he told them they 
were tax) fist, and undertook to read the 
writ, but they told him there was no use of 
reading the writ at a il; that they understood 
it and did not want to hear the writ. ’ He 
put it up ; then immediatelv several pistols 
were drawn upon him, and they demanded 
that he should surrender his arms, and di­ 
rected hi; to consider himself a prisoner, oue 
ordering him to surrendt r lis arms upon 
peril of his life. He testified that he should 
ju ige at least a half a dozen pistols were 
drawn upon him ; that he heard the clicking 
of the locks s tbeT were cocked; that they 
demanded that he surrender his arms, aud 
diricted him to consider him; elf a prisoner. 
Tcut is substantially the whole of the coa- 
ver atiou which is related on that occasion. 
Now the testimony of Wilbur Doyle con­ 
firms that to a Certain extent; the testimony 
of Clark, and of the others, including the de­ 
fendants, cosfirm it to a certain extent, with 


the exception that the defendants themselves, 
■ome of them, attempt to mitigate the ex­ 
pression ; bat they admit that the Marshal 
was ordered to surrender his arms and to con­ 
sider himself their prisoner, and admit that 
there was one or more pistols drawn. 
Some 
of them say they saw only one ; the Marshal, 
however, said he saw, he thinks, at least half 
a dozen. 
Now, gentlemen, that is not the language 
and those are not the acts of persuasion. If 
the parties came there and used that lan­ 
guage, and performed those acts, that is the 
language of threats, and these acts are acts of 
menace. 
The Marshal says they were stand­ 
ing at the time in a circle around him, from 
six to twelve feet off. Now if these parties 
drew their pistols in that way up on him in a 
threatening manner, that of itself was an as­ 
sault ; it was an offense at common law. 
It 
was a menace ; it was an obstruction of itself. 
And if those acts took place a3 stated by him 
there and then, and not contradicted by the 
other party, that of itself was an obstruction 
to the Marshal in the execution of his writ, 
provided he was there for that purpose and 
intending to execute tho writ. 
Now the fact that hd was not on the piece 
of land at that moment of tiir.a does not 
change the aspect of the case. The fact that 
he was waiting a few moments to see what 
would be the result of that conference dues 
not affect the case. 
If he was there for the 
purpose of executing that writ, and intending 
to execute it, and was menacingly forbidden 
to execute the writ, and obstructed in it3 ex­ 
ecution, they knowing that he was there for 
that purpose, and threatening and menacing 
him for the purpose of preventing the execu­ 
tion of the writ, that was a resistance within 
the meaning of the law at that point, before 
any other or further act was pei formed ; and 
as I said before, gentlemen, that is not the 
language cf persuasion. And this was done, 
as all the testimony shows, in a very short 
time—only a few seconds of time, or a few 
minutes at the outside. All of this indicated 
a purpose which the Marshal would under­ 
stand, and which he had a right to under­ 
stand, as intending to interfere with the exe­ 
cution of the writ. The acts themselves 
indicated a purpose, and the purpose mani­ 
fested by those acts could only be a purpose 
of resistance. Now if that was their purpose, 
and you are entitled to consider the natural 
purport of the acts, you are entitled to con­ 
sider the outward manifestation of those dec­ 
larations and acts in determining the question 
whether what they now say was their pur­ 
pose was the true purpose or not. 
Now then, if they told him he cuuld not 
execute those w rits; if they drew their pis­ 
tols upon him aud committed an assault by 
leveling them af him., cocked and within a 
few feet distant, demanding the surrender of 
his arms iu a menacing manner, and telling 
him to consider himself a prisoner, that, I 
say, was an assault, a forcible obstruction 
within the meaning of the law, and the act of 
resistance was made out. 
And if the purpose 
of their coming there—if they came there by 
concert, as it is evident from their own testi­ 
mony that tlieo did—if they came there by 
conceit and with that purpose, that purpose 
being an unlawful one, then there was a con­ 
spiracy ; aud you are to determine what that 
purpose was from all the circumstances of the 
case. 
If they came there simply to persuade, 
simply to defend Brewer, if it were reressary, 
that would not be unlawful. There was noth­ 
ing indicated by the evidence to show that 
there was any < ccasion in fact of defending 
B ewer from an unlawful assault on that 
morning. 
They seem to have come there 
as volunteers ; there is no testimony tending 
to show here that Brewer and Storer had in­ 
vited them to come there, or desired -them to 
come and interfere in their affairs ; they were 
there apparently as voluuteers. so far as the 
testimony in the case shows. 
If there is any 
testimony to the contrary, you will remem­ 
ber it and give effect to it, gentlemen, be­ 
cause I only state my impression and you 
will take your own recollection of the testi­ 
mony, not mine. Brewer had not been dis­ 
turbed in his work. He was still plowing, 
according to the testimony. Storer had just 
gone out to meet him, after meeting Crow in 
friendly conversation. 
There was nothing 
then which had occurred that called upon 
them to change that friendly purpose they 
now avow, for there was as yet no occasion 
for protecting Brewer’s life. Nothing else 
had occurred there, as indicated by the testi­ 
mony, to require a change cf purpose. 
Now, then, under the circumstances, if 
what they did is an evidence of what their 
purpose was, and if they resisted or ob­ 
structed the Marshal in the sense which I 
have described to you, then that is evidence 
that their purpose in coming was to do that 
thing which they did do, viz: to resist the 
M arshal; whether sufficient evidence or not 
is a question for you to determine from all 
the evidence. 
If they by concert came there for that pur­ 
pose, then there was a conspiracy, and if 
there was a conspiracy then the act of one is 
the act of all the conspirators ; if there was 
not a conspiracy, then the act of each party 
was an individual act, but if there was a re­ 
sistance iu the mode which I have stated, 
then all the persons who were present aiding 
or abetting, assenting to or approving of that 
resistance, are particeps criminis in the resist­ 
ance, and it is for you to determine who did 
aid and abet, who were there present aud 
assenting, and the fact of their being there 
apparently approving, and not interfering or 
interposing, if such be the fact, is a circum­ 
stance for you to consider in determining 
whether they were assenting and aiding and 
abetting in carrying out their then present 
purpose. 
Now, gentlemen, H art or Crow was there 
to receive possession of the land described in 
the writ from the Marshal. 
The testimony 
shows that Clark was there to point out the 
lands, he being familiar with the locality. 
They were a part of the machinery or agen­ 
cies that were there to be employed for the 
execution of that writ. They were there 
rightfully ; they were tijera under the protec­ 
tion of that writ, as much as the Marshal 
himself. 
In order to give possession to Crow 
it was necessary that Crow should ba there, 
and in order to identify the land it was nec­ 
essary to have some one familiar with it there 
to point it out. They were there as a part of 
the machinery of the Marshal—a part of the 
agencies employed—for the purpose of the 
execution of that writ, aud were as much un­ 
der the shield and protection of that writ as 
the Marshal himself; and any obstruction to 
their receiving the possession which the 
Marshal should attempt to give to them 
would be an obstruction to the execution of 
that writ. 
Although the condition of things which I 
have i niutad out aud supposed here would 
make out the tffeus», still we may proceed 
‘urtber in this matter and consider subse­ 
quent events which the testimony discloses. 
Now, there was testimony here tending to 
show that Crow had, on various occasions, 
made threats against members of the Set­ 
tlers' Lengua. You have heard that tes.i- 
mony, gentlemen, and the theory of the de­ 
fence is that these parties anticipated that 
Crow would kill Brewer, and that they came 
out, as one of their purposes, to prevent that 
act. Gentlemen, you have heard the testi­ 
mony iu regard to th se threats. 
One com­ 
plaint was that Crow had at his house arms 
and a large number of cartridge?—300 car­ 
tridges. You are to consider whether or not 
that is not entirely consistent with a deter­ 
mination on his part simply to use them in 
self-defense. You have heard testimony as 
to midnight marauders tending to show that 
midnight marauders in disguise were inquir­ 
ing for him (Crow). The te timony tends to 
show that the enmity was rather more, or as 
much at least on the side of the settlers 
against him as it was entertained by him 
against the settlers. The testimony tends to 
show that there was a large combination 
of the settlers having many hundred men. 
You are to consider whether Crow would 
be likely to be an assailant against a whole 
community, or a large part of a community 
of that kind, or whether it is not more likely 
that he would confine himself to matters of 
strictly self-defense under snch extraordinary 
circumstances. 
It is for you to consider the 
circumstances and to giva them such weight 
as you think them entitled to, and determine 
whether or not all of these threats were not 
entirely explicable ou tho hypothesis that he 
wag simply arming himself and carrying his 
arms fur self-defense, and whether the CaUse 
for enmity was not as great or greater upon 
the other side than npon his. These things 
you ought to consider, and to give such 
weight to them as yon think they are entitled 
to receive in determining the acts and the 
motives of these men. The fact that there 
was that morning no ill feeling manifested 
between Crow and those parties, Sterer and 
Brewer, would indicate that there was noth­ 
ing dangerous contemplated, but that Crow 
had then no other purpose than self-defense. 
Whether it Í3 sufficient or not is a question 
for you yourselves to consider. 
Tlien you ought to consider whether the 
testimony tending to show that Crow Baid 
he intended to harvest these crops, and if 
they would put him in possession he would 
thin their ranks, or expressions something 
like that, are not also entirely explicable 
upon tbe hypothesis that he intended only to 
act in self-defense. Crow having purchased 
those lands which had been adjudged to be­ 
long to the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, he was entitled to their possession, and 
if there were crops growing upon tho?e lands 
the products of those lands were h is; the 
¿aud being his, the crops were his, and he had 
a right to harvest them if he could get pos­ 
session: and you are entitled to consider 
whether that expre-sioa of his complained of 
is not explicable upon t' e idea that when 
they put him iu possession, not anticipating 
tha: there would be re-is ance to the Marshal 
—having been placed in possession he would 
maintain i: if necessary with force, which he 
would have a light to Jo if attacked. 
You are to consider whether his conduct or 
his threats were not explicable upon that 
theory, and whether he simply intended to 
use his arms for self-defense only. At all 


events there appears no testimony that at 
this time Crow or H art or Clark advanced 
one step toward those men who were sur­ 
rounding the 
Marshal, until those men 
rushed in a threatening manner upun them. 
The testimony of all is, the testimony of 
both parties, that there was a rush upon them, 
and Mr. Clark, gives a very graphic, ami 
what appeared to me to be a very candid 
statement of the facts—whether candid or 
not is a matter for you to determine; whether 
true or not is for you to determine—Mr. 
Clark gives a very distinct narrative of those 
events, and shows that he was iu a position 
to obstrve clearly and carefully what took 
place. 
Whether he told the truth or not is a 
question 
for 
you. 
Ha 
tells you that 
while he sat, with C'r jW and H art by hÍ3 side 
in the other wagon close to him, tha two 
wagons close togetlfer, he saw Harris swing 
his pistol around, or some other party, 
at 
the 
head, 
of 
the 
Marshal, 
de­ 
manding his arms, and soon after they 
dashed up at Mm, Clark with drawn pistols. 
He tells yuu there were several with drawn 
pistols, aud that Harris presented his pistol 
to him aud demanded Lis arms in a threaten­ 
ing tone and manner ; that he entered into 
some colloquy with him ; that when they 
were dashing up H art reached down for Ins 
gun, aud Crow seeing the movement, told him 
not to shoot yet, the time had not come ; and 
lie te'.ls you that bi fore the firing commenced 
Harris stood by him, his horse’s head reach­ 
ing over his wagon wheel; that he stood fee­ 
ing him, aud entered into conversation with 
him, with his pistol drawn and cocke 1 
aud aimed at him. Wilbur Doyle’s testimony 
indicates that there was a rush up there by 
defendant’s party, but does not indicate that 
Crow or H art rushed down to them. 
In the 
testimony of Mr. Pryor, 
he 
tells 
you 
he got 
there firBt — I 
think 
he said 
first—and sitting on his horse by the side 
of Clark when H art reached for his gun, and 
that he also heard the expression from Crow, 
“ The time has not come to shoot yet.” His 
testimony, therefore, confirms that of Clark’s, 
confirms W ilbur Doyle and the testimony of 
the otherd, that there was a tush up there to 
Clark, Crow and H art, edJ that there were 
other pistols drawn. 
Now, gentlemen, they—the defendant’s 
party—were the parties, then, upun all the 
testimony, Lecaute there is none to the con­ 
trary, that were advancing in a threaten­ 
ing manner with arms drawn. There is same 
loose testimony of Mr. Patterson, that while 
he was on the way up he saw H art reaching 
for his gun, but ha does not testify that he 
presented the gun, aud the testimony all in­ 
dicates that there was no presentation of the 
gun by him until these parlies rushed upon 
them with drawn weapons. 
If that be so, 
if defendants and those with them rushed 
upon Crow, H art and Clark with drawn 
weapons iu a menacing manner, that of itself 
was an unlawful act, a threatening act. 
It 
was an assault ou their part if they did it be­ 
fore any attack or aggressive act on the part 
of the other party occurred. 
It is not a matter without doubt as to who 
shot first. 
Some think one, some the other. 
Clark thought Harris fired first. 
He saw 
him fall. Both the reports were so nearly 
simultaneous that the weapons of the ap­ 
proaching parties must have been out befpre 
they were on this ground. 
Now, gentlemen, 
if these parties rushed up there in a threat­ 
ening manner, with drawn pistols, aimed at 
Clark, Crow and Hart, they committed on 
assault which w i a breach of th ' peace, 
was a breach if the law, and if they did it in 
such a way that H art and Crow, or a reason­ 
able man in their position, would have good 
reason to believe, and should believe, that 
their lives were in danger, and that it was 
necessary for them to shoot in Eeif-defense, 
they would be justified by the law in shoot­ 
ing, even if they shot first. A man who is at­ 
tacked. who is assaulted with a deadly weapon, 
who is in danger of being instantly shot down, 
is not fcoi'.nd to wait until he is shot himself. 
Then if H art did shoot fir=t it does not affect 
the question, provided he was in such a posi­ 
tion that the law would justify him in shooting. 
W hether he was in such dangerous jxmition 
or not is a question for you to determine from 
all the evidence iu this case. Now then, who­ 
ever it was that provoked that cpntest, who­ 
ever it was that was the assaulting party un­ 
der such circumstances as placed the other 
party so assaulted in a position that justified 
him in shooting to defend himself, that party 
so assaulting is the one upon whose skirts the 
blood of these seven men rests, even if the 
party thus assaulted was the first to fire. 
Who it is I do not know. 
It is for you, not 
me, to determine from the testimony. 
If, 
however, they made this assault in a threat­ 
ening manner, in tbe way that I have indi­ 
cated, before any action upon the part of 
H art or Crow, whatever H art or Crow’a in­ 
ternal uumanifested intention may have been, 
if the defendants thus did it, they v ere the 
assaulting party, and it was a continuation 
of the obstruction and resistance before com­ 
menced to the execution of the writ by the 
Marshal. These things all occurred in a very 
few seconds. 
The testimony of all the wit­ 
nesses is to tcat effect. The Marshal testifies 
that it was all over before he succeeded in 
getting from the ground up? n which he had 
been thrown by the rushing horsemen, and 
getting the oust out of his eyes so that he 
could see. 
Gentlemen, you are to determine whether 
that was also a coutinuauce of a resistance 
which had before already begun and been 
perfected sufficiently within the law or not. 
Immediately after, or soon after the firing 
ceased, McQuiddy and another party of 
settlers come upon the ground ; the Marshal 
immediately met him. McQuiddy informs 
him at onco that he must leave—gives him a 
paper and tells him to take it end leave. That 
is the testimony of the Marshal, and it is not 
contradicted. 
The Marshal undertook to 
read it, but McQuiddy was so impatient ihat 
he would not even give him time to read it, 
according to the testimony, if you believe it 
to be true, and I believe there is no contra­ 
diction of that testimony—if there is you will 
recollect it. 
McQaiday’s action show3 fur 
itself that he at least contemplated resist­ 
ance. 
He was Grand Master of the organi­ 
zation. 
This paper was prepared in ad­ 
vance. 
It is addressed to the United States 
Marshal. 
It was delivered to him. 
The 
Marshal had a right to presume it was in­ 
tended for him, and that it meant what it 
said. 
It showed that this trouble or some 
ether trouble had been anticipated, and prep­ 
aration had been made for it by some action 
taken prior to their coming upon the ground. 
It is addressed “ to the United States Mar­ 
sha',” and reads as follows : “ Sir : We un­ 
derstand that you hold writs cf ejectment 
issued against tbs settlers of Tulare and 
Fresno counties, for the purpose of putting 
the Southern Pacific Kailr ,d in possersion 
of our lands.” Whoever wrote this, and Mc­ 
Quiddy adopted it because he presented it, 
if you believe tbe testimony, was aware of 
the fact that the Marshal held writs, aud 
that he was theie fur the purpose of execut­ 
ing them, and it z as addre.-secl to him in view 
of that fact. 
After stating their equities 
again, it proceeds : “ We hereby notify you” 
—you the United States Marshal—“ that we 
have had no chance to present our equities, 
etc., and that we have, therefore, determined 
that we will not leave our homeH unless 
forced to do so by superior force; in other 
words, it 
will 
require an 
army of at 
least a thousand good soldiers Rgainst the 
local forces that we can rally for self­ 
defense, end we further exp ct the moral 
support oí the good law-abiding citizens of 
the United States sufficient to resist all force 
that can be brought to bear to perpetuate 
such an outrage.” Now this is McQuiddy’s 
declaration to the Marshal upon the ground, 
in this document, 
f here is no conflict in the 
evidence that this was delivered ; there is no 
conflict as to its contents. 
Gentlemen, that 
is not the language of persuasion ; that is the 
language of mt nace; it is the language of 
threat, and it the Marshal believed that to 
express the true intent and acted upon it, as 
the Marshal said he did, then it is not only a 
resistance, but a suects«ful resistance. 
In 
connection with this delivery and command 
to leave, McQuiddy detailed four armed men 
to take the Marshal out of the country, and 
told him not to go to Hanford. 
The M ar­ 
shal tells you he gave his orders in an imperi­ 
ous manner, and he understood and believed 
he meant what he said, and under the circum­ 
stances ha sad a right to believe that he 
meant it. That is the language of menace, 
the language of resistance; not the language 
of persuasion. 
If you believe, then, that the Marshal was 
there, as he says he was, for the purpose of 
executing that writ, although he was waiting 
for this interview between theee other parties 
but was intending to go on and execute the 
writ, and that he was deterred from doing it 
by these threats ; that he left the country, 
and left with the writ unexecuted by reason 
of them, there was a resistance and a con­ 
tinuance of any resistance before commenced, 
and all those who were connected with Mc­ 
Quiddy, and who aided or abetted, or mani­ 
fested their ar-probation of it in any way, as 
several? did oy their remarks, are equally 
guilty of the resistance. 
Now, gentlemen, this also indicated a pre­ 
determination. 
This the testimony shows, 
and it is uncontradicted. It is all testimony 
derived from the defense. The testimony 
shows that this paper was prepartd before 
coming there. The most cf it had been pre­ 
pared at least ce early as the day before, and 
that shows then a preconcerted purpose on 
the part of somebody, certainly on the part 
of McQuiddy. 
That is to say, you have a 
right to infer it. Whether it does sufficiently 
show it or not is a question for you to deter­ 
mine, but it indicates it. 
It tends to show a 
preconcerted purpose, because it was prepared 
at least the day before. The testimony indi­ 
cates that it had been prepared at San*Fran 
cisco and sent up. There must have becu 
more than oue engaged in the preparation. 
Now, then, if McQuiddy went there with 
this predetermined, in concert with others, 
there was a conspiracy also, os well as an 
actual re.-¡stance. 
It is f r yr-ti to determine 
from the facts whether tuat conspiracy ex­ 
isted or not, and who conspirtd with him. 


The defendant Doyle is connected with 
this paper, by his own testimony. <*nd his 
own testimony aloDe. The defendant Doyle 
testifies that McQuiddy gave tho paper to 
him .the day before—Ivn the 10fh—and re­ 
quested him to make Some addition to it. He 
Bays he did no* like it very well, although he 
saw nothing very bad in it, and did not do 
anything that night, but the next morning he 
tells you that McQuiddy came there and 
asked him if be had got the paper, and if he 
had added anything to it. 
He told him he 
had not. McQuiddy manifested some impa­ 
tience, and told him that the Marshal had 
gone out to Braden’s and Storer’s, as he sup­ 
posed, and that Crow and H art had also 
gone ; that it was time for haste, and he hur­ 
ried him up, and therefore he took it and 
added what followed; ho added the reasons 
to i t : 
“ We present the following facts : First— 
These lands were never granted to the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Compauy” — a fact 
which had been detei mined to the contrary 
by the Courts, and determined for all time, 
unless that judgment should be reversed, so 
fur as that esse is concerned. 
“ Second—We 
have certain equities that must be respected, 
and shall be respected.” And, again, “ we, 
as American citizens, cannot and will not re­ 
spect them.” That is the lights of the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad. 
Now, he knew, because McQuiddy told 
him, that the Marshal had gone with the 
writ to put Crow in possession of Storer’s and 
Brewer’s land. 
He was urged to haste. 
He 
dictated this addition ; he said, in answer to 
a question from tha Court, that it was not 
dictated by McQuiddy ; it was his own dicta­ 
tion—it was his own language. 
Now, then, 
when 
he 
wrote 
that 
language 
he 
had reason to believe 
from 
the 
con­ 
versation, 
whethtr he did so believe or 
not, that it was to be used—to be delivered 
to the Marshal. The conversation, McQuid­ 
dy’s anxiety and hurry to get off, his impa­ 
tience to hurry him up, indicated all this. 
It 
was addressed to the M arshal; he read it, 
and by appending this addition to it he 
adopted the whole of it. When he appended 
this and delivered the whole of it back to 
McQuiddy, 
with 
this appendage, having 
signed it, “ By order of the League,” or “ By 
authority of the League,” he adopted the 
whole of it. 
He conferred with McQuiddy 
in preparing this for ths Marshal, anu when 
he delivered it to McQuiddy, that was a 
commendation of and concurrence in those 
aclB between the two, and tends to show that 
there was a conspiracy, at least between those 
two. 
It is addressed to the M arshal; it is 
the language of threat, and the testimony 
tends to bIiow that he knew it was to be used 
f ir that purpose, and he, at least, affirmed, 
that it was “ By authority of the League.” 
Now, there have been several other papers 
put in evidence here, purporting to have teen 
by authority of tho League, but none can be 
traced to the League, and it is denied that 
they came from the League. 
It is said that 
Doyle consulted no meeting of the League, 
because theie was nc meetiug; but conceding 
it to be so, he, at least, affirms that this was 
by authority of the League, and McQuiddy 
confirms it by adopting it and delivering it to 
the Marshal, wlt.lt that appended to it. They 
two act in concert in reference to the prepara­ 
tion of this docum at. and for the purpose of 
delivering it to the Marshal, as the testimony 
tends to show ; whei :.er it shows this satis­ 
factorily or not is a question for you to con­ 
sider. 
Then the testimony shows that McQuiddy 
immediately rods off from the house ; that 
he went by one direct' u and Doyle went by 
another, and they both arrived at Storer and 
Brewer’s at about the same time, or not far 
a p a rt; and the testimony tends to identify 
them all as being upon the ground during 
some portion of tho&e proceedings. 
Now, that tends to show a preconcert of 
purpose—of action—on the part of these 
two men at least; and if you believe that 
tb.ey did thus act in concert with reference to 
that, then there was a conspiracy to do the 
thing which the document purports to ; and 
if there was a conspiracy, the act of Mc­ 
Quiddy is the act of Doyle, even although the 
latter was not on the ground—because the 
acts cf rne of the conspirators, w hen the con­ 
spiracy is once established, ia carrying for­ 
ward the objects of the conspiracy, are the 
acts i f all the conspirators. 
Gentlemen, if these acts occurred in the 
way that I have indicated hr re, there was a 
continuance of the resistance of the Marshal, 
which was begun on the first meeting on tho 
ground of those parties. 
Now, from ail this 
testimony, gentlemen, from the acts of the 
parties, jou mnst determine whether or not 
there was a concert cf action aud a common 
purpose. 
That there was a concert in going 
there, the testiuiouy shows, because they 
agreed upon it. 
There was a concert upon 
some purpose. The question is to what that 
purpose was. Was that the purpose indi­ 
cated by the acts which they did in fact per­ 
form immediately upon getting on the ground 
in great haste, without even waiting to con­ 
sult with Storer and Brewer, or was that the 
purpose which they now, after the act, say 
was their purpose—a mere matter of persua­ 
sion, a mere matter of protecting Brewer in 
case he should be assaulted with an intent to 
murder him ? 
You are to determine this case, gentle­ 
men, from all theee circumstances, and make 
up your minds: First, was there a con­ 
spiracy ? If there was a conspiracy, who 
were guilty of that conspiracy, and then, 
also, was there an actual re-istauce. 
If there 
was, who were guilty of that actual resist­ 
ance ? If there was a conspiracy on the part 
of some, and Dot upon the part of others, 
then who are those that are guilty of con­ 
spiring?—because if Doyle is guilty of con­ 
spiring with 
McQuiddy, he 
ia 
guilty. 
Although McQuiddy is not on trial, he is in­ 
dicted, aud it is no matter that he is not on 
trial. 
If Doyle conspired with McQuiddy, 
as it is alleged in the indictment that he did, 
or with anybody else, he is guilly of every 
act of resistance within the objects of the 
conspiracy that was performed by any of the 
conspirators; he is guilty with the others 
who carried the object out, even if he did 
not gut there in time to assist personally in 
the matter. 
Gentlemen, as to ths credibility of the tes­ 
timony you are the sole judges, and as to 
what it proves. I have pointed out the bear­ 
ing of the tesíimouy. 
I will say further, as 
to what actually took place, w hat was actu­ 
ally done there, there is scarcely a substantial 
conflict in the testimony. The conflict is nut 
so much as to what the acts were ; theie may 
be some little as to some points of it. 
You 
will recollect what those points are. The 
conflict is not so much as to what acts were 
actually performed by the various parties 
there, as it is in regard to the purpose for 
which those acts were performed. 
The great conflict is as to whether the pur­ 
pose is what the defendants, long sub. rquent 
to the event, and after these lamentable oc­ 
currences have taken place, now say was 
their purpose, or whether that purpose which 
is indicated by their acts—which is made 
manifest by their works—was tiieir real pur­ 
pose ; aud yon are the proper parties to deter­ 
mine whether that purpose which these acts 
indicate was the real purpose, or whether 
that which they now say was their purpose, 
and which they did not iu fact accomplish, 
was the real purpose. 
Gentlemen, you are the judges of the credi­ 
bility of the witne-'ses, too, and you are to 
take into consideration their situation in ref­ 
erence to this transaction. 
Many of these 
witnesses are defendants to this charge, who, 
under the law as it now stands, and I think 
wisely, are permitted to testify ; bnt, gentle­ 
men, you should scrutinize their testimony 
with care. They aro deeply interested in this 
matter. 
Seven lives have been lost in this 
transaction, and they are now at the bar of 
justice here charged with the offense of-con­ 
spiring to resist the United States Marshal, 
aud of having actually resisted him. They 
stand here subject, if found guilty, in the 
discretion of the Court, to imprisonment and 
fine. Now, what effect this situation may 
have npon their testimony is a question for 
you determine. 
And so the witnesses on the 
other side—you are to consider their relation 
to the transaction, and upon the whole come 
to such conclusion as you think the evidence 
justifies. 
I am free to S3y that several of these de­ 
fendants, in my judgment, testified with 
great fairness. W hether they did or not is a 
question for yuu. 
Some of them, I think, 
prevaricated; whether they did or not is a 
question for you to determine. But you are 
to take all the testimony and make up your 
conclusions—First, did these parties or any 
of them conspire and do gome act to carry 
out that conspiracy ? If they did you will 
find them guilty of that charge. Second, did 
they actually resist in the manner which 1 
have pointed out and defined ? If they did 
you must find them guilty of that charge. 
Now, gentlemen, if you find, in your judg­ 
ment, beyond a reasonable doubt, that these 
parties, or any of them, are guilty, and fail 
to give effect to that judgment by a proper 
verdict, you wi'’ prove recreant to your 
duties as citizen,,, and violate your oaths as 
jurors. 
If, ou the contrary, you have a rea­ 
sonable doubt in the matter, you are equally 
bound to acquit the parties ; but, gentlemen, 
a reasonable doubt is not an arbitrary doubt; 
it is not one which yon may conjure up at 
will. I t must be a doubt wbi; h really arises 
out of the evidence—which is suggested by 
the evidence, and which really rests in good 
faith in your minds as a matter of doubt. 
You will look at this matter as you would if 
you were investigating it with a desire to as­ 
certain the exact truth in a matter of great 
consequence to your own interest, and if upon 
the whde ycur minds rest satisfied cf the 
guilt of these parties, yon must find them 
guilty ; otherwise, not guilty. 
Gentlemen, in these several aspects you 
will be called upon to consider this case. 
I 
will now instruct you as tu the forro of the 
verdict. There are several defendants here, 
i Yon will look upon their cases in their differ- 
i ent lights, and hence it is necessary for you 
j to understand the furm oí the verdict which 


you should render according to the facts 
which you may find. 
I have prepared forms 
here suggesting several categories which you 
can consider and adopt such form as you find 
in accordance with those categories. 
The first form is in case the jury find 
against the defendants on both charges. 
In 
case the jury find against the defendants on 
both charges the furm of your verdict will be 
as follows : “ We, the jury, find the defend­ 
ants Doyle, Battsrson, Purcell, Brewer, Bra­ 
den and Talbot guilty as charged in the in­ 
dictment.” That is if you find them all 
guilty as charged. 
If you only find some of them guilty, you 
will simply insert the names of those you do 
so find. 
I merely insert the names so that 
you will know what the names are, and if you 
find them guilty, that will be the form of 
your verdict, in the first category. 
Second—In case the jury find that some 
are guilty of conspiracy and aLo of resisting 
the Marshal, and some of resisting the Mar­ 
shal only, and not of conspiracy, the form cf 
the verdict will be as follows : “ We the jury 
find the defendants. Doyle, e-c.,” a3 the case 
may Ire, naming the persons that are guilty 
of both charges, “ guilty as charged iu the 
indictment,” and the defendants A, B, etc., 
“ guilty of resisting the Marshal, but not 
guilty of conspiracy.” 
Third—Iu ease the jury find the defendants 
not guilty of conspiracy, and guilty of resist­ 
ing tbe Marshal, the form of the verdict must 
be as follows : 
“ We, the jm y, find defend­ 
ants Doyle, Patterson, etc.”—naming those 
found guilty—“ guilty of resisting the Mar­ 
shal, a.? charged in the indictment, but not 
guilty of conspiracy.” 
Fourth—Iu case the jury find the defend­ 
ants not guilty ef either charge, the form of 
the verdict will be as follows : 
“ We, the 
jury, find the defendants not guilty.” 
If the facta as found present any other 
aspect, adapt the form of ycur verdict to the 
facts as found, as for instance, some guilty, 
naming them, and others not guilty, naming 
them.

Mv family uses them all the 
time, 
I may continue my questions and 
answers as commenced some time ago in 
your columns.” [ lie trust Mr. Davis will 
iind time to continue his articles, and thus 
still more extend the sphere of his useful­ 
ness.] 
Glanders—Veterinary Price believes 
that the spread of glanders can never be 
arrested so long as the pri s *nt plan of 
public drinking troughs exisis, for which 
he recommends tip-up enameled basins 
should be substituted. 
He say s: “ Each 
trough ehould contain three or four tip-up 
basins, which, by the pressure on a thum b 
spring, could easily be tilled ; and, should 
cne basin be dirty, two or three shakes, 
when half full of water, would be quite 
sufficient to clear away any contagious 
matter. 
Each basiu might hold a gallon 
and a half to two gallons ot water, which 
would be quite sufficient for any horse to 
drink on a journey.” 
T he K en n el—I n winter, when dogs 
cannot get grass to eat, vegetables are an 
excellent substitute, and are essential to 
health. 
Carrots, onions, turnips, parsnips, 
cabbages, or potatoes thoroughly cooked 
and mashed up with some well-cooked por­ 
ridge, of equal parts of oatmsal and Indian 
in-:al, iu some beef broth, make the best of 
winter food. 
If fed on it every day so 
much the better ; but dogs should have it 
at least twice a week, and those so fed will 
not be subject to skiu diseases.

A nother « re s t S«»i*m In th e East. 
K ew Y o rk , January 21st.—The storm of 
hail and rain which broke over this city this 
morning originated in the Northwest, and 
has moved eastward across the country. 1 ho 
officer in charge of the Signal Service station 
said this morning th at a storm would prob­ 
ably pass over this city some time this after­ 
noon, to be fallowed this evening by clear­ 
ing, cooler weather. 
U p to noon to-day the 
total amount of water which bad fallen was 
a trifle over an inch. 
Ice formed so heavily 
upon the wires connected with the wind 
gauge that they broke under the weight. I p 
to 7 o’clock 
this 
morning 
the greatest 
velocity of 
the wind 
was abont thirty 
miles 
per 
hour, 
but 
it 
continued to 
increase in force, and at noon was blow­ 
ing over forty miles. 
The flagpole swayed 
to and fro, and while the reporter was in the 
office of the W eather Bureau the ice which 
had formed upon the flagstaff fell upon the 
roof with a startling crash. 
The storm has 
caused an entire suspension of telegraphic 
communication throughout the country, lh e 
wires of the G-oId and Stock Telegraph Com­ 
pany were interrupted everywhere along 
Canal street. 
A great many poles have been 
prostrated by the weight of ice forming upon 
the wires, and about 10 o’clock this morning 
an officer of the first precinct reported th at a 
num ber of poles along South street had been 
blown down.

not at London, but at New Y ork. 
W hile 
Field has been talking about it, the English­ 
man, Bender, has been adding wire to form 
his world girdle of 
‘International Tele­ 
graphs,' the basis of which was to be a com­ 
plete subordination of the whole cable service 
of the world to the cable consolidation effect­ 
ed by M r. Bender in Loudon. 
On the 14:h 
of December last the World announced that 
the first step toward breaking the continuity 
of Bender’s grand cosmopolitan coil had been 
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increase the same to such an amount as may 
be necessary to build the lines of telegraph 
and cable contemplated by the company. 
U nder the consolidation of the telegraphcom- 
uanies, the American Telegraph and C ab.e 
Company co-operating with the new organi­ 
zation, will at once proceed not only to in­ 
crease their existing cable facilities between 
this country and Europe, and to extend 
sruthw ard the cable which now connects this 
country with Cuba and the W est Indies, so 
as to secure for the great coffee trade of the 
U nited States direct telegraphic communica­ 
tion with Brazil, but also to lay cables under 
the Pacific from San Francisco to Honolulu. 
From Honolulu one cable will be laid under 
the north Pacific to Japan, connecting there 
with the cable from Itak i to Shanghai in

L ondon, January 21st.—A dispatch from 
Buenos Ayres, dated January 20th, says : 
The Chileans attacked and completely de­ 
feated the Ptruvian army at Miroflores. 
General Pierola, President of Peru and 
Commander-in-Chief of the army, fled. _ 
The Chileans occupied Lima, the Capital, 
without resistance on the 17th instant. 
General Perdas and a brother of the Peru­ 
vian M inister of W ar were taken prisoners. 
The Peruvian loss in the battle at Chorral- 
las is said to have been 7,000 killed and 2,000 
prisoners. 
Twenty-five thousand Peruvians were en­ 
gaged in the battle at Miroflores. 
The 
Chilean loss in both battles was heavy. 
The diplomatic body at Lim a have urged a 
conclusion of the armistice, and ask th at the 
person of Senor Pierola be respected.

itatlronci P rop erty S h ou ld be Left to tlie 
M anage m en t oT Its O w n ers. 
From the foregoing, my conclusion is inevitable 
that railroad property should be left to the man­ 
agement of its owners. The business is legitimate. 
Any interference by those who do not own it is a 
burden upon the property and ODe which must 
eventuallv be borne by tlie people. 
If the people 
want to exercise a control over the road thev must 
do as they have said to the corporation it must do 
when the State exercises the right of eminent do­ 
main ; that is, to pay to the individual owners the 
full value of whatever is taken fur public use. And 
to this it must come at last if tlie control is to be 
taken from the stockholders without confiscation. 
There is only one honest way to acquire control of 
property. 
T he C o n slitu flo n a l P ow er to H rgu lafe. 
Perhaps, since tho wide circulation given to Judge 
(Pack'd communication iu answer to your questions, 
1 may lie pardoned if I refer to some of his state­ 
ments. He finds authority to regulateoharges upon 
railroads in that clause of the Constitution of tho 
United States giving to Congress the authority to 
regulate commerce among the several States. Under 
this reading tho power of regulation is a |>owcr to 
regulate tlie carrier, whether that carrier be a cor­ 
poration or an individual. The regulation of rail­ 
roads upon this ground is entirely foreign to that 
which has heretofore engaged our attention, and 
the difficulties of regulation upon this theory are 
practically insurmountable, substantially for the 
same reasons, with tlie added difficulty that barriers 
would be erected to the commerce between individ­ 
uals 
living 
in 
different 
States 
that would 
not exist between individuals living in the same 
State. New York, perhaps, might so regulate the 
price between Buffalo and New York City that it 
would be below that established by Congress for 
interstate commerce passing through Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey, for instance, to the injury of the 
Erie road. 
And yet the road from Buffalo to New 
York, following the great natural routes of the Mo­ 
hawk valley and the Hudson river, would find this 
low rate a better compensation than the higher rate 
established for interstate commerce passing through 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Maryland or Delaware. 


C on cern in g tb s A id G iven by G overn m en t 
to th e P a cific H allron d s. 
As you have furnished me with Judge Black’s 
opinion, and as he lias deemed it of consequence to 
refer to tlie Pacific railroads, I briefly answer bis 
allusions to the aid given by the Government. The 
Judge has fallen into a great error, and one which, 
I am Bure, when he 
comes to he 
aware oi 
the facts, he will very much regret. 
So far 
from the aid of the Government being sufficient to 
buiid the Central Pacific Railroad, I can say, because 
I know whereof I speak, that every dodaZ derived 
from the loan of tlie Government credit went into 
the construction of the railroa 
together with a 
mucii larger amount derived from the other re­ 
sources of the company, and had the company de­ 
veloped and created no more busiuess than existed 
when the roads were commenced, we would never 
have 
heard 
of 
such 
wild 
statements 
as 
those of Judge Black, because the roads would 
long since have passed into the hands of their 
creditors. 
It is susceptible of easy demonstration 
that tho work of grading the first 150 miles of the 
Central Pacific Railroad from Sacramento eastward 
vas more than would suffice to grade the road for a 
single track from the Rocky Mountains to the Hud­ 
son river. 


The P ncific R oads a n d T b clr O b lig a tio n s 
to th e G overn m en t. 
These Pacific roads have, in their construction and 
in their operation, redeemed every promise and 
every hope that the public entertained. Never have 
they failed in a single obligation to the Government, 
and they have done their business at rates far be­ 
low those which at their inauguration were thought 
possible. They have largely opened un to settlement 
and development the greater portion of the territory 
of the United States. They have created vast prop­ 
erty interests for others, and in doing so they have 
found their own benefit. They are prosperous roads, 
and their stockholders are in possession of a valu­ 
able property which has been created by their con­ 
struction, and which had no prior existence. 
In con Jusion, gentlemen, allow me to say that 
maximum rates determine the jiossibilitiei of mini­ 
mum rates; that maximum rates have enabled 
railroads to develop to tlie extent that 
they 
have m e vast resources oi tne country; that the 
railroads, in opening up new countries, adding new 
industries, conferring additional facilities for the in­ 
terchange of commodities, and bringing the buyer 
and seller close together, have furnished and do 
furnish labor for the common welfare far beyond 
other agencies. 
The reduction of rates under the 
plea of regulation is a great blow to the laboring 
man who produces, and to the laboring man who 
consumes. 
In m y opinion any reduction scarcely 
goes to tlie benefit of the many, but to that of íh¿ 
comparatively few and comparatively* wealthy, who 
occupy tils positions of middlemen between the 
producer and the consumer. This question of traus 
portation is of an importance that prevents its be­ 
ing settled excepting upon just and correct prinCi* 
pies. Now that the question is before Congress, no 
doubt it will be thoroughly discussed, and, in the 
end, wisely settled.
